Shutdown Will Affect 7,000 Men— 
Buffington Says It is Only Tem-

Gary, Ind., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—Orders 
were given today to close the Gary steel 
mills, which comprise the Illinois Stee' 
company, the American Bridge company, 
and the American Sheet and Tinplate 
company plants. 

The order will affect about 7,000 men. 
This is the first time in the history of the 
Gary plant that there has been a tota! 
shut down. Work, it Is said, will be re- 
sumed on Novy. 15. 

President E. J. Buffington of the IIli- 
nois Steel company in a statement said 
that while operations would be curtailed 
it is no indication that the mills will re- 
main idle for the remainder of the year.

The next day the Ger- 
mam cruiser Yorck struck a mine in Jade 
bay, on the North sea, near the mouth 
of the Weser. It is possible that the Yorck 
was one of the raiding fleet and was sunk 
by a German mine while trying to return 
to her base.) 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—Residents of 
Herne Bay, a seaside resort on the eaat 
coast of England, were awakened be- 
tween midnight and 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing by the sounds of heavy firing in the 
North sea. 

The cause of the firing has not been 
ascertained. 

Herne Bay is situated on the estuary 
of the Thames, six miles northeast of 
Canterbury. 

CHILE SENDS SHIPS TO RESCUE. 

VALPARAISO, Nov. 7. — The 
Chilean steamers Valdive and Chiloe, 
flying Red Cross flags, have sailed with 
sealed orders from the government. 

The transport Maipo was dispatched 
earlier. 

It is assumed that the mission of the 
vessels has to do with the report that 
the British cruiser Monmouth was 
driven ashore on the Chilean coast 
after the naval engagement of Sunday. 

JAP SQUADRON OFF CHILE. 

The Japanese steamers which have 
been held in the harbor here ever since 
the arrival of the German squadron, 
following its battle with Admiral Crad- 
ock’s British squadron on Sunday, sailed 
for Japanese ports today. 

This action is believed to have been 
ordered by wireless from out at sea and 
is accepted as proof that a Japanese 
warship squadron is now off the South 
American coast.

Great Britain will have the most serious 
problem, inasmuch as she must protect 
Eeypt and take steps to prevent any par- 
ticipation by its subjects in the holy war 
proclaimed by his highness Essed Effendi, 
the shiek-ul-Islam, or spiritual head of 
the Mosiem faith. 

So far as the Moslem subjects of Russia 
fm Caucasia are concerned, they have ai- 
ready declared that they would refuse to 
rive to aid Turkey. 

The situation in Egypt and India may 
be different, however, but information 
@vailable here indicates that the British 
have sufficient loyal troops in Egypt 
especially to stop right at the outset any 
rebellion that might start. 


Germans Active in Turkey. 

ROME, Nov. 7.—Dispatches from Con- 
gstantinople describe the situation there 
@s outwardly much as it was during the 
Balkan war. Foreigners are regarded 
with suspicion and keep to themselves, 
except in the case of Germans, who may 
be seen everywhere. German money is so 
plentiful that it is often accepted as 
though it were Turkish. 

In the cafés the German language is 
constantly heard, and this is true also of 
places of amusement. 

The governing classes are described as 
appearing solemniy confident, but the 
army is declared to be totally unprepared 
for war. The storehouses are said to be 
empty and nocommissariate exists. Many 
soldiers are still wearing the uniforms 
worn in the last previous war, and the 
army officers have not all been paid, it is 
asserted. 


Eaiser Sends In Ammunition. 

There is a scarcity of ammunition, ac- 
cording to the correspondents, who edd 
that since the beginning of the present 
war the Germans have been trying to 
Overcome these drawbacks, and to a cer- 
tain extent have succeeded. 

They have poured into Turkey German 
Officers, privates, sailors, arms, and am- 
munition, and, above all, money. It is 
also said that they have sent a submarine 
to Turkey. 

Enver Pasha, the Turkish minister of 
war, and Gen. Liman von Sanders, the 
German commander of the Ottoman 
army, are the idols of the moment, says 
one correspondent, who adds: 

“They have promised the people mili- 
tary glory and certain conquests, fol- 
lowed by riches and prosperity through 
the spoils of war. Enver Pasha already 
is depicted as the Ottoman Napoleon, but 
meanwhile, notwithstanding Germany’s 
assistance, the financial necessities are 
&0 pressing that a new taxation has been 
imposed, and the salaries of officials, in- 
cluding the diplomats, have been cur- 
tailed.’’ 


PROTEST FOR GERMAN ALLIES. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 6.—If the re- 
port from Vienna that the American min- 
fster at Teheran has protested to Russia 
against the alleged arrest of representa- 
tives of Austria-Hungary and Turkey at 
Tabriz, Persia, is correct, Mr. Caldwell 
undoubtedly acted in his capacity as the 
temporary custodian of the affairs of 
those countries in Persia. It is highly im- 
probable that he made any move in the 
mame of the American government. 

It is not clear that the American min- 
ister has been entrusted with any respon- 
pibility by the belligerents in Persia, but 
it is conceivable that a situation has a- 
risen to make this possible. 


BIG FOOD CARGO ON WAY 
FOR RELIEF OF BELGIANS. 


Steamer Clears London with 2,000 
Tons of Supplies Furnished by 
American Commission. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The steamer Jan- 
Block, laden with 2,000 tons of supplies 
for the relief of Belgians, which were pur- 
chased by the American relief commis- 
gion, sailed from London today for Rot- 
terdam. Tomorrow the steamer Tellus 
will depart with 1,760 tons of wheat. 

Herbert C. Hoover, chairman of the 
American commission, has received a re- 
port from Ald. Jacomain Maes describing 
how the relief work is carried on in Brus- 
sels. 

The city has been divided into twenty- 
one districts, in each of which a local 
committee arranges for the distribution 
of supplies. Bread and soup are delivered 
to these committees before 10 o'clock 
every morning from a central kitchen, 
where thirty-six cooks and fifty assist- 
ants begin preparing the soup at 2:3 a. m. 


AUSTRIAN STATEMENT TELLS 
OF SUCCESS OVER SERVIANS. 


Official Report Says Progress Is 
Being Made Against Enemy 
Which Is Strongly Intrenched. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—An official state- 
ment issued in Vienna and reaching here 
by way of Amsterdam, says: 

“On the 7th, in the southern war thea- 
ter, attacks made against the enemy, 
strongly fortified behind barbed wire 
entanglements in the district of Com- 
pianie and south of Shabats, are progres- 
sing slowly. The strategically important 
heights of Misar were captured and 200 
prisoners taken. 

“Together with these operations we 
began yesterday an attack on the position 
near Kroupani, sixty-two miles south- 
west of Belgrade. The details cannot yet 
be published. Yesterday some Servian 
intrenchments were stormed and 15,000 
prisoners, four cannon, and six machine 
guns were taken.” 


GERMANS DRESS AS WOMEN. 


Kaiser’s Troopers Disguise Them- 
selves, but French Discover 
Ruse and Open Fire, 


PARIS, Nov. 7.—One of: the latest of 
the German ruses is to disguise them- 
selves as women, according to semi- 
official information given out in Paris 
today. In this garb German soldiers re- 
cently went out to gather potatogs in a 
field near Senones, while in the neighbor- 
hood of Trois Maisons a German convoy 
was observed apparently escorted by a 
group of women. In both cases the fraud 
was discovered by the French troops, 
who opened fire. The disguised soldiers 
ran and under their skirts appeared the 
boots ofcavalrymen. 


Germans Make Repeated At- 
tempts to Drive Their Way 
Farther Into France. 


PARIS, Nov. 7.—Violent night and day 
attacks by the Germans on the Anglo- 
French front southeast of Ypres and on 
the British line at Nieu Chapelle, between 
the canal of La Bassee and Arras, and. 
against the British positions on the Oise 
have been repulsed with heavy losses to 
the enemy. 

The French official statement issued to- 
night declares that not only are the allies 
holding their own at every point, but that 
at certain positions they are pressing 
forward. 

The situation along the Yser is de- 
acribed ag comparatively calm. The 
French, it is announced, have occupied 
Haucourt and Hogeville. 

In opposition to these claims the of- 
ficial statement in Berlin says the Ger- 
mans are gaining ground slowly in the 
face of tremendous opposition. The moet 
noticeable gains are declared to be in the 
neighborhood of the Meuse. 


French Official Statement. 

The text of the statement issued in 
Paris follows: 

“On our left wing the situation is rela- 
tively quiet on the Yser downstream 
from Dixmude. The Beigian troops, who 
advanced along the right bank of the 
Yser from Nieuport in the direction of 
Lombaertzyde, and who had been coun- 
ter-attacked by the Germans, were sus- 
tained in time. The situation has beep 
entirely reéstablished in this locality. 

“ At .Dixmude the marines repuised a 
fresh counter-offensive movement. Fur- 
ther to the south the attacks of the enemy 
“around Bixschovote were repulsed by 
French troops, who subsequently ad- 
vanced. To the east of Ypres the situa- 
tion is without change. 

** To the southeast of this town we have 
résumed the offensive, in combination 
with the British troops operating in this 
region, and repulsed an attack particu- 
larly violent and pronounced by detach- 
ments belonging to the active army corps 
recently brought into this region by th 
Germans. 


British Stop Violent Attack. 
* Between Armentieres and the canal of 
La Bassee the British army repulsed a 
violent attack of Nieu Chapelle. Be- 
tween the canal of La Bassee and Arras, 
as well as between Arras and the Oise, 


and by day, have been checked. Weeven 
made some slight progress in the region 
of Vermelles and to the south of Aix-Nou- 
lette. 

**On the center, in the region of Vailly, 
we continued to recapture ground pre- 
viously lost by us. 

‘“‘In the Argonne fresh attacks on the 
part of the enemy were repulsed, and at 
the end of the day our troops made prog- 
ress at several points. 

‘To the northeast of Verdun we have 
taken possession of the villages of Hau- 
court and of Nogeville. 

‘In the wooded region along the heights 
of the Meuse, southeast of Verdun, and 
in the forest of Apremont, southeast of 
Mihiel, the offensive movements of the 
enemy ‘ailed. Some trenches in the vi- 
cinity of St. Remi were carried by our 
troops. 

“The attacks of the Germans on the 
advanced positions of the Grande Cou- 
ronne of Nancy (the circle of fortified po- 
sitions surrounding Nancy) resulted in 


| perceptible losses for the enemy. A sur- 


prise attack undertaken by the enemy 
against the heights which dominate 
Mount Sainte Marie, resulted in complete 
failure.’’ 

Kansas at the Front. 
LONDON, Nov. 7.—The correspondent 
of the Express on the Belgian frontier, 
under date of Friday, telegraphs the fol- 
lowing: 

“The kaiser himself is close to the 
front in Flanders, making efforts to in- 
spire his troops to gain Calais. 

*“‘ Despite the nearly successful bomb 
attack on him at Thielt on Sunday, the 
kaiser continues to drive daily through 
the territory behind the Bruges and 
Courtrai roads. 

‘Daily he singles out certain soldiers 
for acts of exceptional bravery, and per- 
sonally gives them the iron cross. He 
visits the fleld hospitals and talks to the 
wounded, invariably saying: ‘ Good day, 
comrade. The Kaiser wishes you a speedy 
recovery.’ ” 

Roulers Burned in Revenge. 
ROULDRS, Belgium, Nov. 7.—This city, 
which is the headquarters of the German 
staff during the attack on Ypres, has suf- 
fered terribly. *It has been bombarded 
twice and was partly destroyed by an in- 
cendiary fire after the Germans had ac- 
cused citizens of shooting at German 
soldiers and in retaliation had burned 
down a large district occupied by the 
working classes. The Belgians, how- 
ever, contend that French cavairy was 
responsible for the shooting. 

It is reported that forty-three citizens 
have been shot by the Germane, while a 
fine of $26,000 was levied upon the town. 
Later this fine was doubled, and the 
money to pay it was collected by the 
daughtets of a number of prominent citi- 
zens, who in ae house to house canvass 
were able to raise the amount in cash. 

The city is now under strict military 
law, and the mayor and aix leading cit!- 
zens are obliged to reside in the town hall 
as hostages. Since Nov. 4 no one hae 
peen alliowed to leave the northern part 
of Belgium. 


FOUR SAILORS LOSE CASE 
AGAINST THEATER MEN. 


Attendants of N. Y. House Testify 
Men Were Denied Admission Be- 
cause of Actions, Not Uniforms. 


‘New York, Nov. 7.—The four United 
States sailors who were denied admission 
on Sept. 16, while they were in uniform, 
to an uptown theater, were not discrim- 
inated against because of their uniforms, 
in the opinion of Police Court Magistrate 
Herbert, who today heard the testimony 
in the case against three theater attend- 
ants. 

The employés at the theater testified 
that one of the four eailors annoyed a 
woman in the lobby and that another one 
walked “in a wobbly way.” 

The money for the tickets which the 
sailors had purchased was handed back 
to them.

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RUSSIANS AGAIN 
THREATENING TO 
INVADE GERMANY 


Gzar’s Armies Have Advanced 
Almost to Frontier: Also 
Near Cracow, 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 7.—The Russian 
armies again are in position to threaten 
Germany with invasion. Official accounts 
agree that the general advance against 
Berlin, halted when the Germans invaded 
Russian Poland in force, now has been 
resumed. 

The Russian right wing is across the 
East Prussian frontier and is pushing the 
Germans back in the region of the forest 
of Rominten and Lyck. The German rear 
guard was dislodged from Mlawa on Nov. 
4 with heavy losses. The objective of the 
Russians again !s the fortress of Koenigs- 
berg. 

It is stated at the war office that an at- 
tack in force is now in progress against 
the Germans who are holding Wirballien, 
the last position of consequence retained 
by them in Russian Poland. Already the 
Russians are declared to have made sub- 
stantial gains. 


Germans Stand on Frontier. 

The Russian central army, which de 
feated the Germans in front of Warsaw, is 
keeping up its westerly movement. The 
German fortified position at Sieradz, on 
the Warthe river in Russian Poland and 
about fifteen miles east of the German bor- 
der southeast of Kalisz, is being attacked. 

This engagement marks the beginning 
of the Russian advance against the last 
strong German position on Russian soil 
and a great battle here ts expected. 

It ia reported that a German column 
yesterday passed through Czenstochowa, 
Russian Poland, moving west. This city 
recently was the headquarters of the Ger- 
man staff in the campaign against War- 
saw. 


Austrians Retreat on Cracow. 

The left wing of the Ruasian armies has 
defeated the Austro-German forces al] 
along the line of the San river in Galicia 
with the exception of a small section 
around Przemysl, which has been 
screened. The Austrians are falling back 
on Cracow, in which vicinity in engage- 
ments between Oct. 23 and Nov. 4 the Rus- 
sians took prisoner 274 officers and 18,500 
men, three howttzers, forty other pleces of 
artillery, thirty-eight rapid fire guns, 
and a large quantity of munitione of war. 

Tonight the minister of war declared 
that by the middle of next week there 
would not be a single German remaining 
on Russian soil. 


War Office Recites Progress. 

The situation as described at the war 
office tonight is about as follows: 

“The Russian right wing. which has 
crossed the northerly Past Prussian bor- 
der, is moving in the general direction of 
KiSnigsberg. It is slowly pushing the 
Germans back. Swift progress is impos- 
sible because of the necessity for bringing 
up our traneport, the Germans having 
thoroughly stripped the country and 
burned all bridges tn their retreat. 

*“ The Russian central armies, under the 
immediate command of the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, are moving westward against 
the Silesian and the Posen barrier forts. 
The right center haz invaded Eest Prus- 
sia from the south to cotperate with the 
right wing commanded by Gen. Retinen- 
kampf. 

Russians Envelope Przemysl. 

“ The Russian left continues its move- 
ment westward from the San river with 
Cracow as the object of attack. An en- 
veloping force has been left around 
Przemysl, where the Austrian garrison 
is making a stubborn resistance. Part of 
the Austro-German forces have already 
refuged in Cracow and heavy earthworks 
have been thrown up along the banks of 
the Donajec river, where the next stand 
of the enemy is expected to be made. 

“A strong Russian cavalry column is 


moving west along the foothills of the 
Carpathians ready to prevent any flank- 


ing movement bBy the Hungarians 
through the passes of the mountains.” 


Detailed Russian Statement. 

An official statement covering the fight- 
ing for the last month was given out to 
day by the Russian genera! staff, as fol- 
lows: 

“ At the beginning of October our troops 
were engaged along a front extending for 
830 miles and passing through Warsaw, 
Kozienica, Przemysl, and Czernowits. 
Toward Oct. 20 we succeeded in gaining a 
decisive success over the Germans on 
the right bank of the Vistula, in the region 
of Warsaw—that is to say, on the right 
wing of our general strategic front. 

‘Our next object was to strike from the 
north those portions of the enemy's forces 
still holding positions on the Vistula and 


the San. 


Resistance Broken in Galicia. 

“In the fighting, which lasted from 
Oct. 23 to 27, we succeeded in breaking 
the stubborn resistance of the Austro- 
German army in the Koszienica-Ivan- 
gorod region. In danger of being turned 
beyond Pilitza, this army fell back, pur- 
sued by our troops. 

** Between Oct. 283 and Nov. 2 we over- 
came the enemy's resistance in a new 
region, that of Alexandria and Sandomir. 

“Fierce combats on the river San and 
south of Przemysl, which have been go- 
ing on for more than three weeks, re- 
sulted on Nov. 5 in a general retreat of 
the Austrians. 

“On the preceding night the Austrians 
made a last effort to repulse our troops, 
who were crossing the San. Untila late 
hour the enemy attacked on an extended 
front, taking the offensive in dense, suc- 
cessive lines, but everywhere they suf- 
fered enormous losses and were repulsed. 

“On Nov. 5 the enemy’s columns com- 
menced to move from the San in the direc- 
tion of Dukla pass, across the Carpa- 
thians and south of Przemysl, seeking 
everywhere to leave the battle front. 

“Following up our successes during 
eighteen days on a front of 830 miles we 
broke the resistance of the enemy, who is 
in full retreat.’’ 


Germans Hold Warthe River. 

BERLIN, Nov. 7.—The following off- 
cial communication was given out at 
German army headquarters this after- 
noon: 

“In the eastern arena of the war three 
divisions of Russian cavalry which 
crossed the river Warthe above Kolo were 
defeated and pushed back across the 
stream.”’ 


BRITAIN FREES 
AMERICAN SHIP 


Liner Kroonland Released 
After Being Held at 
Gibraltar. 


CARGO TO TRIAL COURT. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 7.—The Amer- 
ican steamer Krooniand has been re- 
leased by Britieh officers at Gibraltar and 
will gail today, leaving the copper and 
rubber of ite cargo for a verdict of a 
prize court. 

United States officials await with great 
interest the ruling of the prize court. A 
statement given out by the British em- 
bassy decieres that Great Britain felt 
compelled ‘‘ to stop contraband trade in 
copper with Germany through Italy " be- 
cause it had been learned such ship- 
ments actually were intended for Ger- 
man gun and ammunition factories. 

It was added, however, that shipments 
made prior to Oct. 20, when copper was 
made absolute contraband of war on the 
British list, and held by British author- 
ities, would be certain of a market, as 
the government was prepared “to ar- 
range for the purchase of copper de- 
tained by them.’’ Presumably the Kroon- 
land’s copper cargo would fall within this 
provision. 


GERMAN MAIL BOAT COMING. 


U. S. Postal Authorities Announce 
Steamer Direct from Germany 
Is Nearing Virginia Capes. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov, 7.—United States 
postal authorities announced tonight that 
a German steamer carrying! between 4,000 
and 6,000 sacks of mail direct from Ger- 
many is nearing the Virginia capes and 
is expected to dock at Newport News to- 
morrow. An extra force of mail clerks is 
held ready to handle the mail. The au- 


thorities refuse to give the name of the 
steamer. 


“Look Before You Build’’ 


Censors Pralse Welgle Pic- 
tures of Shell Fire and 
Fighting in Trenches. 


What war actually is was shown to @ 
small group of persons yesterday in the 
rooms of Maj. M. L. C. Funkhouser in 
the city hall. The motion pictures of war 


| scenes in Belgium taken by Edwin F. 


Weigle, TRIBUNE staff photographer, 
were shown to the moving picture cen- 
sors. 

Practically every phase of fighting ie 
depicted. There are pictures of infantry 
in action; of the artillery fire; of soldiers 
falling and comrades pulling them from 
the trenches; and of Red Cross workers 
helping the wounded, Beigian and Ger- 
man alike, after the battle. Also there 
are refugees, thousands of them, ever 
presem, hurrying from the advancing 
Germans, and then miles of ruined cities 
and villages and shell furrowed roads. 


War’s Weapons Shown. 

Most of the weapons of warfare are 
shown. An armored motor car is pic- 
tured covering a Belgian retreat. Then 
there are machine guns drawn by dogs, 
ammunition wagons, ambuiances, priests 
and nuns helping the wounded, and 
soldiers digging trenches with their little 
square shovels in fields of beets and cab- 
bages. 

Burning cities, broken and ruined 
bridges, soldiers and citizens lying dead, 
side by side, also have been caught on Mr. 
Weigle’s film. 

Probably the most dramatic picture is 
the explosion of a shell, tearing to pieces 
@ house just back of the firing line near 
Termonde. The soldiers are first seen in 
a field near the house. Another house is 
burning, after having been struck by a 
shell. The ruined roof is plainly visible. 


Belgians Open Fire. 

The Belgian soldiers fire at the unseen 
Germans and advance. Just asthey pass 
out of the vision of the tmotion picture 
camera a mass of smoke shows about the 
houses, Simultaneously the stone and 
bricks and tiles of a house are seen flying 
upintotheair. The shell starts this house 
burning also. 

The censors were delighted with the pic- 
tures, 

‘It's a grand picture,”’ said Maj. Funk- 
houser at the close of the exhibition. 
“They are the only real war pictures 
shown so far. The others have been 
simply maneuvers which have been ex- 
ploited as authentic war pictures and all 
of them were turned down.” 

‘They are the first real war pictures,” 
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16, at the Studebaker theater, 
where hey will be seen exclu- 
sively for one week. ‘The Trib- 
une” was given the exclusive 
right by the Belgian government 
to take battle pictures, half the 
proceeds derived from the re- 
production of which are to go 
toward Belgian Red Cross work. 


said Theodore Phillip, one of the censors. 
Mr. Phillip was formerly on the staff of a 


German newspaper. 


4,500 Feet of Film. 

The film is called “ On Belgian Battle- 
fields.” There are 4,500 feet cf film, divid- 
ed into four reels. The pictures show 
the battles of Alost, of Lierre, of Aer- 
schot, of Malines, and the fall of Ant- 
werp. 

THE TRIBUNE was given the exclusive 
right by the Belgfan government to 
take moving pictures in the Belgian 
war zone. Half of the proceeds from 
the pictures will be turned over to the 
Belgian government for Red Cross work, 
in accordance with the contract made be- 
tween Belgium and THE TRIBUNE. 

The opening of the film shows a pano- 
rama of the city of Antwerp from the 
tower of the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 
The first real war shown is on a road 
near Alost. Wounded soldiers are found 
along the road, and the TRIBUNE automo- 
bile is filled with the wounded, who are 
hurried to the rear. 


Retreating Artillery Comes. 

Then comes the artillery, retreating, 
the horses galloping. Closing up the re- 
treat is an armored motor with several! 
soldiers at a machine gun pointing back- 
ward. Later the Belgians receive re- 
inforcements and start back. One of the 
interesting features of the film isthelong 
row of machine guns pulled by dogs. The 
tongues of the dogs hang out as they run 
along the road. Occasionally one stops 
to snap at his mate. and a so'dier at the 
side strikes them with a stick. 


Hurry On to Alost. 

In this fight the pictures show the Bel- 
gians crossing fleids of beets, jumping 
over trenches abandoned by Germans, 
running past burning houses, and hurry- 
ing on to Alost. At the edge of the town 
the camera meets hundreds of refugees 
running from the Germans. There are 
babies and bundles and two wheeled 
carts everywhere. 

The pictures will be shown for the first 
time Monday, Nov. 16, at the Studebaker 
theater, Michigan avenue, between Van 
Buren and Congress streets. They will 
run exclusively at the Studebaker for a

SAYS GERMANY 
WANTS ONE FLAG 
OVER AMERICAS 


Prof. Fellx von Luschan As- 
serts Kaiser Respects the 
Monroe Doctrine. 


After having his plans for an anthropo- 
logical trip to New Zealand shattered, and 
his days in Australia, where he had gone 
as a guest of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, made de- 
cidedly unpleasant, Prof. Felix von Lus- 
chan of the faculty of the University of 
Berlin left British soll and canceled all 
arrangements for crossing English trade 
routes to come to America. 

Prof. von Luschan delievered a lecture 
at the University of Chicago on “ The 
Civilization of the Hittires.”. He is one 
of the foremost authorities of Germany on 
matters in the fleld of anthropology, and 
has been sent on field investigations with 
the personal approval of the kaiser on 
severai occasions.

f the United States, he said, that they 
would be pleased to see the whole of 
Central and South America under the 
stars and stripes. At present, he said, the 
German people would like to have Canada 
under United States rule. 

The professor said the universal peace 
idea is nothing but a dream, and upheld 
the necessity of militarism on the part of 
a nation beset by enemies. 


Monroe Doctrine Respected. 

“YT would consider it a very bad step 
on the part of Germany if she tried to 
colonize in the western hemisphere,” 
Prof. yon Luschan said. “ We consider 
the Monroe doctrine with great respect, 


and there is no reason why it should be 


disregarded. There are a great many 
Germans in Chicago now. They form 
one of the best elements In your citizen- 
ship—I have been told that. The Germans 
in Argentina are of the same biood and 
would be no more likely to plan for Ger- 
man colonization than your Chicago Ger- 
man-Americans. 

‘‘ The Germans would like very much to 
see all of the western hemisphere under 
the American flax. I believe this condi- 
tion eventually will come. Look at Mexi- 
co now. It cannot be said it is the source 
of any pleasure to the United States. 
Would it not be better for it to he under 
the stars and stripes? {1 also would like 
to see Canada under the American flag. 


“Universal Peace’ Nonsense. 

** Europe never wiii be unitea unger one 
flag. It is impossible; the different peo- 
ples are altogether too different. The 
universal peace idea is nonsense. It will 
not come unti] our children have wings. 

“We have been hearing many argu- 
ments in favor of the abolition of mill- 
tarism. Mililitarism and competition, or 
the contrary, make for progress. That is 
why I say there never will be a united 
Europe. The trade rivalry between na- 
tions is one of the best elements in our 
international relations. Militarism and 


competition are good. Although much 
has been said ‘of German military meth- 
ods, you never have heard of the German 
people criticising the big additions to the 
English navy. 

Blames Leopold and Edward. 


“In spite of her good intentions, Ger- 
many was forced to enter this war by 
England. The Germans are very bitter 
against the British. Germany was fully 
justified in her actions. The real blame 
for this war rests with King Edward VII. 
of England and King Leopold I1. of Bel- 
gium. They negotiated a secret treaty 
which provided for the admission of Brit- 
ish and French troops to the territory 
of Belgium. The existence of the se- 
cret treaty destroyed the Belgians’ claims 
to consideration as a neutral nation. 

“Germany did not desire to enter this 
war. She hoped to join with England in 
localizing the conflict. She thought the 
war would be limited to Austria and 


Servia. Austria was right in her action | 


against Servia. Servia was backed up by 
Russia, and the contest became a matter 
of self-preservation for Austria.” 


Blocked in Australia. 


Prof. von Luschan was accompanied . 


by his wife and a number of scientists 
frorh German universities on his trip to 
Australia, after the invitation by the 
British society. Friends In New Zealand 
had prepared extensive plans for their 
entertainment while on anthropological 
research work on the island, but at the 
opening of the war they were forbidden 
to enter the country. The anti-German 
sentiment was responsible for their 
quick departure from the country to 
which they had been invited as guests, 
according: to the professor. Some mem- 
bers of the party attempted to return to 
Germany via England, but a majority 
concluded their only hope of ultimate 
safety was to embark in an American 
ship and sail for the United States. Prof. 
von Luschan said he could not bear to 
go to London, where he would be forced 
to stand and hear the British, French, 
and Russian national hymns. 

The professor will leave the University 
of Chicago this week. He will conduct 
lectures at. Harvard and Yale before at- 
tempting to return to Germany.

eggs are being placed on the retail market. 
They are being sold to grocers at 25c to 27c a dozen, 
which is much lower than the price last November. 


All cold storage eges are this year’s 


crop. It is not true that eggs are carried in 
storage indefinitely. Each winter every refrigerating 
warehouse is completely emptied. 


This is what Dr. Mary E. Pennington, Chief of the Food Re 
search Laboratory of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, has tosay as to the best eggs for housewives to buy at thistime:. 
“When the lay falls off in the late sum- 
mer and autumn and farmers begin to 
hold eges fo~ high prices, good stored eggs 
from early lots a-e to be preferred to the 
average market offerings.

convulsion of natyre—like an 
eruption of Vesuvius, of A°tna, 
or Krakatoa, or an inundation as some- 
times sweeps over the valley of the Ama- 
zon, or the Mississippi or the Yangste- 
Kiang—than a mere human phenome- 
on, an outburst of mere human energy 
dictated whether by foresight or short- 
sightedness by wisdom or folly.

A post-season football game between 
the champion teams of the west and the 
east for the benefit of the Belgian relief 
fund would attract nation wide atten- 
tion, not merely to the game, but to the 
cause which is to benefit by its financial 
proceeds. It is surely worth our while 
to turn aside for a moment from our 
daily tasks in order to further a cause so

BRITISH VICE CONSUL 
HAS BOER CLERK ARRESTED. 


J. P. A. Dempers Will-Be Held for 
Deportation—Says He Has $340 
Coming to Him. 


J. P. A. Dempers, a Boer, wae arrested 
yesterday in the British consulate, in 
the Pullmam building, at the request of 
L. E. Bernays, vice consul, and taken to 
the detention hospital to await deporta- 
tion to England. 

‘I had a civil service job in the Trans- 
vaal, but lost it when the war with Eng- 
land started,’ hetold the police. ‘“‘ I went 
to London. I saw a newspaper article 
stating that the German kaiser could 
give the English plans by which to de- 
feat the Boers. 

“I wrote the kaiser four times asking 
him to help me get back my job, but I got 
no reply. Then I went to The Hague and 
asked the consul! there to help me. He 
had me arrested. I was deported to Eng- 
land and was sent to an insane asylum. 

“When I got out I went to New York. 
I was arrested in the British consulate 
there and sent back to England, but I 
was declared sane. The New York consul 
took $340 from me and when I came to 
Chicago last January I wrote four let- 
ters to Ambassador Sir Cecil Spring-Rice 
at Washington asking for ray money and 
telling him I would call at the Chicago 
consulate for !t. I went there this morn- 
ing to get the money, but I a'd not get it.”’

BELGIAN RELIEF 
TO BE KEPT UP 
BY CHICAGOANS 


About $40,000 Ralsed by 
Temporary Committee 
Since Thursday. 


Solicitation of funds for the relief cf 
starving women and children of Belgium 
is to be carried on by a permanent com- 
mittee which will be organized on Tues- 
day afternoon at the Union League club. 
The temporary committee announced 
yesterday the total amount raised before 
the meeting on Thursday at the Black- 
stone hotel is about $27,000. In addition 
to this there was collected in cash and 
pledges from the women attending the 
meeting about $8,000. :

Lacks Sufficient Defenses to 
Protect It from Turks, 
Says Ex-Attache.

With the proclamation by England of 
martial law in Egypt and the appoint- 
ment of Lieut. Gen. Sir John Maxwell to 
supreme military command of *he land 
of the Nile. with the bombardment of 
Akabah by the English cruiser Minerva, 
and the announcement that a force of 
15,000 Turks, largely officered by Ger- 
mans, have crossed the khedivial fron- 
tier, the attention of the world has been 

“drawn to what is undoubtedly the most 
vulnerable point of the huge British em- 
pire. 

This is by common consent the Suez 
canal—that great waterway, ciose upon 
100 miles in length. which is England's 
chief line of communication with Aus- 
tralia, with India, and with her other 
#ieat dependencies in the orient, as weil 
as with her ally, Japan. 


Attack on Canal Planned. 


That the move of ine Turks ana their | 


Gerinan friends and allies upon the Suez 
canal is of a very serious cnaracter it 
would be idle to deny. There is abuncant 
evidence from all parts of the world to 
indicate that Germany had long been 
preparing for the present fray, and that 
ehe had quite made up her mind to pre- 
cipiate it in last July ard August in- 
stead of waiting for next year. What- 


ential pro-Turkish party in Egypt con- 
sisting of what may be described as the 
nobles and the territorial magnates of 
the country. 

Inasmuch as Egyptian money would 
have had to be employed to tonstruct for- 
tifications and defenses on Egyptian ter- 
ritory, the khedive, his family, and the 
upper classes would have naturally raised 
obstacles to the expenditure of the rev- 
enues of the nation upon defenses aimed 
gainst Turkey. 


Desert of Tih Not Mentioned. 

When ‘Tewnk succeeded ismaii as khe- 
dive in 1879 no mention was made in the 
Turkish firman of his investiture, of the 
status of the desert of Tih, and of the pe- 
ninsula of Sinai. The khediviate on that 
occasion was simply described as * Tel 
qu'il se trouve formé par ses anciennes 
limites.” As this was held te be suffi- 
ciently vague to cover the status quo, it 
was accepted by Egypt. 

When, however, the present khedive 
succeeded his father in 1892 the terms of 
the firman of investiture were made more 
specific. The “‘ anciennes limites’ were 
declared to be those “ indignées dans le 
firman imperial en date du 2 Revi-ul- 
Akhir 1257 A. H. (June 1, 1841) ainsi que 
sur la carte annexé eau dit firman.” Re- 
alizing that this definition meant the 
retrocession to Turkey of the whole of 
the peninsula south of El! Arish-Suez line, 
Great Britain protested, and it was in 
onsequence of this protest of Lord Cro- 
mer’s that the imperial Turkish irade of 
April 8, 1892, was issued. 


Declares Akabah Reannexed. 

This wace deciares ihat “* Akavah has 
been reannexed.” but grants to the new 
khedive the ‘‘administration’’ of the 
“ presque-lle de Sinai de la meme maniere 
qu'elle etait admin.siree du temps de voire 
Grandpere Ismail Pasha et de votre Pere 
Mehemet Tewfik Pasha.” 

Lord Cromer chose to interpret this as 
laying down a boundary line “ running in 
a southeasteriy direction from a pointa 
short distance to.the east of El Arish to 
the head of the Gulf of Akabah.”’ 

Now. there is no definite authority for 
this interpretation by Lord Cromer, in 
the document; Moreover, Lord Cromer 
cut the ground from beneath his own feet 
by his furiher statement that Great Brit- 
ain consented to the definition of boun- 
daries contained in the present firman, as 
suppiermenied, amended, and explained by 
the irade of h.s highness the grand vizier. 
Thus, Lord Cromer actually accepted the 


ever else may be said about the Ger- 
mans, it is impossible to refrain from 
admiring the marvelous manner in which 
they had planned out everything before- 
hand, down to the minutest detail. 

Naturally their plan of campaign in- 
cluded a Turkish attack upon the Suez 
canal, from Syria, and the matter had 
been provided for so long in advance that 
it may be safely taken for granted that 
the Ottoman invading force is composed 
of picked men, officered by Germans 
who know every inch of the ground to 
be covered, and the lay of the land 

It is asserted in the dispatches that the | 
invading army consists of 15 000 men. But 
this is mere speculation. For it is known 
that the porte has been for some time 
past mobilizing troops in Syria. and that 
it has considerably over 150.000 men under 
erms there for service against Egypt. 


Boundary East of Canal. 

Most peopie seem to be in ignorance as 
to the exact locality of the dividing line 
between Asia and Africa—that is to Bay. 
between Egypt and Turkey. There are 
many who are under the impression that 
it is the Suez cana! itself that constitutes 

~the boundary. The fact of the matter is 
that the frontier is about 150 miles tu 
the east of the canal, running from EI 
Rafa, on the Mediterranean coast, in a 
étraight line to Akabah, at the head of 
the Gulf of Akabah. 

This broad tract of territory tapers off 
in the south to the extreme point of the 
Peninsula of Sinai—at the Point where 
the Gulf of Suez and the Gulf of Akaban | 
Join the Red sea. The southern portion— 
that is to say, the Penirsula of Sinai~ 
consists of altogether barren mountains

The khedive himself tas always been 
extremely Turkophile, preferring to lean 
toward the sublime porte rather than 
towards the English. whom he has hated, 
while there ‘sa very !mportant and influ- 


firrmanh which declared the “ anciennes 
limites "’ to be those of the map of 1841, 
and also agreed to the concession of the 
Sinai peninsula on terms that were ob- 
viously temporary and purely administra- 
tive. 


Shows Britain’s Position. 

If I recite all this it is in order to show 
how very difficult and delcate the posi- 
tion of Great Britain has been with re- 
gard to the eastern boundary of Egypt 
and how difficu't it would have been for 
her to erect any line of defenses there 
against an invasion on the part of Turkey. 

In the Arabi rebellion of 1882, which 
was brought to a close by the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria and by the inglish 
victory at Tel-el-Kebir, the insurgents 
were persuaded to refrain from injuring 
the cana! in any way by the persuasion 
of old Ferdinand de Lesseps. 

Engiand never gave sufficient credit to 
De Lesseps for his services in this con- 
nection and chose to regard the canal as 
adequately protected by its warships, 
This is a mistake. To put waterways 
such as the Suez canal, or that of Pana- 
ma, out of business requires ony the 
sinking of a few ships or the blowing 
up of the banks. 

It is doubtful, indeed, whether all the 
men of war that England could spare 
would be adequate to prevent its partial! 
destruction by a force of several thousand 
picked Turkish troops.

ALLAHABAD, India, Oct. 2.-—iIn 
view of the many evidences of political 
unrest in India in recent years it has been 
freely predicted that once England were 
engaged in a genera) European conflict 
her great Asian empire would make a 
bold stroke to secure its independence. 

The active propaganda of Indian ex- 
tremists, conducted from tne various cen- 
ters in France, Switzerland, and the Unit- 
ed States, has created an impression that 
India is on the verge of a great revolt and 
ready to begin a struggle for her freedom 
at the earliest opportune moment. 

The attempted assassiration of the vice- 
roy in Delhi in December, 1913, and the 
eubsequent “ Delhi conspiracy case "’ trial 
which still drags on, with its revelations 
of organized groups of seditionists in va- 
rious cities who had embarked on & 
course of political assassination “ in order 
to waken the masses who are wrapped in 


tion "; the remarkable outburst of nation- 
ai spirit which followed the repressive 
measures against Indians in South Africa, 
and the frank expression of resentment 
at Canada’s refusal to admit Hindu immi- 
grants—these and many other significant 
events have shown in varying manner and 
degree the working of a consciousness of 
Indian national dignity so strong that it 
contains possibilities fraught with the 
most farreaching consequences for the 
British empire, ; 
Wants Home Rule Only? 

Widespread restlessness and discontent 
there may be among the 315,000,000 that 
make up India’s population, but the vio- 
lent preachments of educated Indians 
domiciled abroad scarcely represent the 
‘rue nature of the opposition to British 
rule in India or the aims of the most infiu- 
ential Indian leaders. The goal of the na- 
tional movement, as freely expressed for 
years from platform and press by the men 
who command the widest respect, Is self- 
government within the empire. India 
wants the same privileges that are en- 
joyed by the autonomous dominions of 
Great Britain; at the present time the 
great portion of her citizens appear to be 
looking no further. 
Thus instead of there being any wild out- 
break of rebellion in the hour of Britain's 
trial in the west there has been a note- 
worthy demonstration of loyalty through- 
out the peninsula. “ Britain's war is our 
war” ia the cry that has echoed from the 
huge massmeetings that have been held in | 
every important town and city in the | 
course of the last week. Instead of the 
war's being a signal for chaos, it appears 
to be regarded as an opportunity for 
India to show that she is worthy of the 
place {n the empire that she has been de- 
manding. 


Accepts Her Obligations. 

One of the most feared and most respect- 
ed of the opponents of the government, 
Sir Pherozeshah Mehta, phrased the idea 
in a ringing sentence that was greeted

Dificult to Find Way. 

“Tt is difficult to arrive at a practical] 
plan,” was the observation of Eugene T. 
Lies, of the United Charities, when the 
fuel proposal was broached. 

“If the railway companies can ar- 
range Storage space for the ties we may 
be able to get free hauling from transfer 
companies to take the ties to families in 
peed of fuel. Also it might be that the 
roads could pile up the ties at certain 

, points and give public notice that they 
might be had by the poor for the asking. 

That would prevent indiscriminate tres- 
pass on the railway properiy and prob- 
gbly a good many of the ties would be 
tsken by those who need them.”

Governor Urges 
‘No Hunting’ Sign. 


Springfield. Ill., Nov. 7.—[{ Special. ]—Gov. 
| Dunne today appealed to landowners and 
stock raisers to post trespassing signs 
and prevent trespassing during the hunt- 
ing season as an aid in stamp.ng out foot 
and mouth disease contagion. The ap- 
peal sent out by the governor follows: 
“TO THE PUBLIC: My attention has 
been called to the fact that the foot and 
mouth contagion among cattle can be dis- 
seminated by persons passing from one 
pasture where infected heras are found 
to other farms and pastures and portions 
of the state where hitherto there has 
been no infection. My attention aiso has 
beem called to the fact that the hunting 
season for quail is about to open and that 
many hunters in‘their zeal for the game 
may be tempted to cross pastures and 
ether places occupied by cattle and o.her 
tock, and in this way unwittingly dis- 
seminaie and spread the contagion. 
“In view of these facts I desire to cal) 
'to the aitention of the pecpie of the state 
and to farmers and stock herd raisers in 
particular the provisions of seciions 2. 30, 
and $1 of the fish and game act, chapter 
56, Hurd’s revised statu.es of 1913, which 
'prohib.ts ‘persons from hunting with gun 
or dog upon the grounds or premises of 
| another, or upen the waters flowing over 
‘or stand.ng on said lands or premises, 
‘without first obtaining from the owner, 
| agent, or occupant of said lands or prem- 
| ges his, her, or their permission 80 to do 
| and which make a violation of the law a 
‘misdemeanor punishable by fine or im- 
 pr.sonment. In view of the widespread 


and mouth disease, and in view of the 
eas.ly communicable cha™.cter of said 
disease by persons passing from one field 
to another, I would respectfully suggest to 
all farmers and live stock dealers that 
they post trespass not.ices upon their 
premises and that they exercise the ut- 
most diligence in preventing such tres- 
passes even to the extent of apprehending 
persons violating the provisions of this 
law. 

“All trespassing upon ‘stock farms 
should be rigidly p: ohibited at the present 
time.

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“Uncle Joe,” it is true, was not elected 
by anything like his old time majority, 
but he “ went over’ safely. It is safe to 
say that when the aged Illinoisan walks 
down the center aisle of the nationaJ 
house of representatives to take the oath 
of office he will get the most enthusiastic 
reception ever accorded a representative 
elect to that chamber of legislation.

We dis- 
cussed together a number of men as pos- 
sibilities for the Progressive nomination 
for president in 1916. 


Progressive Principles Alive. 

‘“ The colonel desires to occupy the posi- 
tion of a philosopher and not of a poten- 
tial officeseeker. 

‘“‘ As to the Progressive party as an or- 
ganization I have frequently expressed 
my views; as to the progressive movement 
Lam confident if not in two years then in 
six years it will be the dominant factor 
in American politics. This may come

Net paid circulation of “The Chicago Tribune,”

Even to this they respond sluggishly and to 
others not at all. 

Of the fellahin it has been said toat they might 
be made into good soldiers if they ever wanted to 
kill anybody.

By various stern expedients Mehemet 
Ali organized 250,000 of them into a conquering 
army and made them effective against the Turks 
in toe first and second Syrian wars, but when 
he began conscripting them, after the effort to use 
Sudanese had failed, the peaceful fellahin, to avoid 
service, blinded and maimed themselves. 

The resourceful Mehemet Ali formed battalions 
of men who were one-eyed and who had to shoot 
from the left shoulder, In the end he got an army, 
and when the Sultan Mahmud refused to turn 
Syria over to Egypt Mehemet Ali put the Otto- 
man empire in danger by revolting and by dée- 
stroying tae Turkish armies sent against him. 

The fellahin could fight, but did not like it, and 
required the constant support of a man like 
Mehemet Ali to maintain an effective military 
establishment. 

In 1839 Egypt, virtually an independent power,

tHE FEAR OF MILITARISM. 

A reader of THe TRIBUNE asks us: “Is there 
a sale middle ground of adequate defense between 
the two extremes of absolute disarmament and 
‘militarism’? I have a feeling that there is not, 
and it is the fear of one extreme that drives me to 
the other.” 

Is there a “safe middle ground” ? No. Neither 
is there a safe extreme ground. ‘There is no safe 
ground either in the life of men or nations. Onlv 
death is safe. Whatever course we adopt, or though 
we drift without course, as we do now, there wiil 
be dangers and responsibilities. Of such is human 
history, and the American people cannot hope to 
escape the law. 

But speaking relatively for our own generation, 
there is about as much danger of America becoming 
“militarist” as of its becoming Mohammedan. 

Militarism, in the true sense, that is, the cult of 
war, is created by two conditions, intense inter- | 
national pressure and the existence of an aristocrat- 
ic caste. In Europe both exist, consequently there 
are great armies and a war philosophy. 

Traditionally, the only trades open to the aris- 
tocracy are war and government. But in peace 
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almost destroyed the Ottoman leadership in Islam 
and might have done so if tne European powers, 
with the exception of France, had not intervened. 

The fellahin, released from the urgence of a 
captain when Mehemet Ali died, gradually returned 
to taeir peaceful pursuits and to their unwarlike 
nature. 

They had been under many conquerors and had 
been intolerantly and barbarously ruled by many 
aliens—Albanians, Turks, Mamelukes, and vafious 
peoples of Europe. The native Egyptian is not 
influenced by the stirrings of national conscious- 
ness. The leaders of the nationalistic movement 
may attempt violence against the governing class, 
but the fellahin want their uncertain comforts 
guarded’and wars for ideas may be carried on by 
otner people. 

Since the British occupation greater security of 
life bas been obtained, and the least genuinely 
restless people under any mild form of subjugation 
are the native Egyptians. Such religious incentive 
to war as an intolerant overlord might arouse by 
interference is missing under the tolerant British 
supervision, and if the mass of the Egyptian peo 
ple be restless the evidence is lacking. 

‘As between the loose reined British rule and 
the possible rigorous Turkish rule, choice offers no 
exceptional advantage in favor of the Turk. Islam 
accepts Turkish hegemony doubtfully. Tne Arabs 
frequently need the attention of the Turkish ar- 
mies. War in the Yemen was stopped only by 
the invasion of north Africa Wy the Italians and 
the consequent war against tne ‘Turks, 

The Ottomans are not loved in Islam. We 
doubt that the Turks can call many converts from 
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serve much credit for their endeavors to continue 
the meetings as long as ie possible. 

As they constitute what may be described as 
the supreme tribunal in everything that relates

THE USE OF THE TUBERCULIN TEST. 

It must be conceded that where, ae in this 
case, the board of nealth makes the determina- 
tion of the existence of disease depend upon a 
special method of diagnosis that method must 
be. if not the most reliable, as reliable ae any. 

The existence of disease is necesearily to 
some extent, a matter of opinion or inference 
from established facts) The most skiliful vet- 
erinarian may err. The most reliable symp- 
toms may be deceptive. and absolute accuracy 
in diagnosis cannot be looked for. 

To demand it is a counsel of perfection not 
adapted to the exigencies of everyday life. Per- 
fection of that degree is not attained urder the 
diagnosis of human diseases, where the physi- 
cian has the advantage of a patient abie to state 
subjective symptoms and give a history of the 
complaint. All that can be fairly requjred in 
the determination of the fact of disease fs that 
the method of diagnosis should be well recog- 
nized, tLoroughly approved, and as reliable as 
any. 

We find that the tuberculin test is the most 
reliable rethod of diagnosis of tuberculosis in 
cattle now known: that, while it is not perfect, 
the percentage of error is as smail asin any 
method sevgzi ested, and that it is more accurate

[An extract from the ‘' Russell Lecture’’ for 
1914 Tufts college, Boston, delivered by Dr. 
Henderapn. 

E have no reason to abandon in 
this terrible hour our confi- 
dence in the ultimate triumph 
of reason and justic; nor to sur- 
render to the detestable doc- 

trines of Machiavelli and his contempo- 

rary disciples: nor to look for‘our deities 
in Valballa, in a world “ beyond good and 
evil.” Our first and supreme duty asa 
people is to deserve peace; to avoid every 
just occasion for attack; to be fair to our 
own workingmen, to Japan, and to China. 

No pacifist has ever stated that obliga- 

tion too strongly. 

But the American people have recently 
been startled into consideration of a 
reality which they have not faced before 
since the awful years of the war for the 
union and for liberation of our slaves. 
We have been taught to trust in the 
ocean; the Emden, the Karlsruhe, and 
other swift men of war, shelling Madras, 
Calcutta, and threatening other ports, 
have destroyed that delusion. 

We have trusted to treaties of civilized 
nations, and now we are told by the high- 
est authorities that good faith and honor 
are the reliance of weaklings and fools, 
when “interest ” calls for treachery and 
destruction. We have been taught by 
certain brilliant economisis that the 
bankers of the great financial centers 
would stop war by refusing credits; and 
the money princes of conquered cities are 
hostages for the payment of enormous 
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we have permitted them to be defamed 
and covered with opprobrium. The only 
men who really knew how strong a navy 
and army were needed have begged fora 
hearing in vain. The danger now is that 
we shall rush to another extreme and ac. 
cept a policy of imperial conquest. Hope 
lies in heeding moderate, sane counsels, 
One thing is sure as daylight: We must 
be a nation in arms; our youth must be 
taught the necessity of sacefice; we must 
surrender part of our wealth, comfort, 
leisure, luxury, and sport to the demands 
of patriotism; we must put a powerful 
citizen soldiery under discipline of 
trained soldiers. 

Then, and then only, will the territory, 
the institutions, and the civilization 
which we inherited from eoldier ances 
tors be secure. Then only will peace be 
guaranteed. 

We hare no revenge to wreak on any 
people; we are not land hungry fora 
“place in the sun”; we respect the 
rights of weaker peoples. But it would 
be better to sell the Panama zone, the 
Philippine islands, and Hawaii for a song 
to any nation which can defend them 
than to hold them without power to pre 
tect them, so inviting invasion, humilia- 
tion, and ruin. With San Francisco, 
Seattle, Boston, Charleston, New York, 
and New Orleans at the mercy of @ first 
Class power, we are recreant to our 
trust, and mistake, cowardice for moral 
ideals, if we fail td heed the call of our 
army and navy, on which at present we

The United States is not only the world’s great- 
est producer of mineral wealth, but it possesses 
by far the greatest Known reserves of any nation, 
in most of the important minerals. This is one 


of the things that has made us great, and which 
is destined to make us far greater as measured | 
by world standards. In some instances, such as 
coal, and oil, and phosphate rock, and radium Ore, 
the United States possesses more than all the| 
other known deposits of the world, and the only 
essential minerals of the first rank of which the 
United States has no known supply at all com- 
mensurate with its needs are nitrates, potesh 
salts, tin, nickel, and platinum. The very em-

ever, and every such ordinance, rule, bylaw, 
or reguiation heretofore or hereafter passed, 
demanded, fixed, established, or required by 
any such city, village, incorporated town, 
county, or other corporate authority other than 
the state of Illinois, is hereby declared to be 
void and of no effect.

The governor having failed to return this 
bill to the general assembly during its session, 
and having failed to file it in my office, with 
his objections, within ten days after the ad- 
journment of the general assembly, it has 
thereby become a law.

This law takes from the people the 
right to govern themselves. The plain, 
ordinary, every-day, fair minded citizen 
will see from the above that tuberculosis 
in milk causes a considerable part of the 
consumption death rate and also is re 
sponsible for glandular tuberculosis, 
scrofula, and bone tuberculosis, for ex- 
ample, hunchback; that the best method 
of detecting tuberculosis is the tuberculin 
test. It is the method approved by scien- 
tists, administrators, and by courts. 

The legislature of Illinois has taken 
from the people the right to use this test 
to protect their lives, to shield their chil- 
dren against deformity. Less than twen- 
ty cow dealers, controlling leas than 5,000 
dairymen living in five counties, have 
taken the right of local self-government 
from 5,000,000 people living in 102 coun- 
ties. 

The cow question then, as the Illinois 
Tuberculosis society sees it, involves the 
larger question: Shall twenty people 
deny the right of self-government to 
5,000,000 people?

gheppy times. When the great famine 
gf #46 drove so many millions out of 
weir native country, those who wereable 
tocommand even & small capital went to 
the United States or to Australia; but 
sose Who were driven to their last half 
sovereign bad to take the shorter and 
caper passage to England, Wales, and 
gootland. 

These refugees, flying from hunger and 
from cholera, without training of minds 
o of hands, had to accept the first and 
the worst conditions that are presented to 
foreign and unskilled labor in every land. 
They went to the chemical works, to the 
gas works, to the docks, Naturally they 
ereated some resentment among English 
workingmen, whose wages their arrival! 
tended to lower by the competition of 
starvation: and Lancashire is today large- 
ly Tory, even among some of the working- 
men, because of this old resentment to 
ward the inconvenient Irish immigrant. 


Suffered Religious Persecution. 

For a generation those Irish exiles in 
Great Britain had to sufier not merely 
the hardship of overwork for bad wages 
put also a good deal of contumely and 
even of persecution. Another factor in 
the dislike they produced was their reli- 
gion; and, after the manner of their un- 
compromising racial temperament, they 
took no pains to conceal their religious 
convictions. Poor though they were, the 
frst thing they did wherever they came 
was to build out of their pence a Catholic 
chapeland then a Catholic school. Some- 
times they were even hunted through the 
streets; sometimes their chapels wereat- 
tacked; a popery lecturer named Murphy 
created religious riots in several great

INCE the outbreak of the warthere 

has been much talk about the 
Claims of various national “ cul- 
tures.’’ Professors and writers— 
especially the Germans—have labored to 
establish the importance of their respec- 
tive ‘* cultures.” 
The éager assertion or assumptior 
that one variety of ** kuitur ” isso demon 
strably superior to another seems to me 
ridiculous. The Slav gets the worst of 
it by German reckoning, and yet | sus- 
pect the Slav may have hidden in the 
depths of his inscrutable soul a finer 
‘“kultur” than any the world has 
achieved. 
It may very well be that the spiritual 
touch of the Slav is the one culture ele- 
ment that Europe most needs today to 
recrystallize its ancient ferments.

town because of what a few foolish people 
have done.’ 

“But when a second column had left 
Herve the same thing happened to its 
baggage train. ‘ These stupid Germans,’ 
the people seemed to be saying, ‘ they do 
nothing against us. .We can get some 
more.’ But no part of that second column 
was sent back to punish the town. And 
so a third time civilians in Herve fired 
upon one of our baggage trains. Then 
we destroyed the town. 

“ These Belgians do not know what war 
means. From the very first the people of 
Herve had good warning. On the even- 
ing of the 4th when I reached there I 
took a trumpeter and went to severa! 
points to speak to the crowds. I told 
them that if theg kept their place as ci- 
vilians no harm would come to them, but 
that firing: on the troops would mean the 
ruin of the town. 

“The manner of the entry Into Liege 
wae, I think, altogether unprecedented. 
I have told you that we passed between 
two of the forts at 3 o’clock of the morn- 
ing of Aug. 6 and that by 2 o’clock In the 
afternoon we were inside the town. Sub- 
sequently we took one fort after another 
from the inside of the ring of fortifica- 
tions. That is the unprecedented thing. 
Theoretically {t was impossible. Any sol- 
dier will tell you that. But practically it 
happened 

“As to the fighting on the 6th—well, I 
have that day not the feeling of a battle. 
It was more like a cinematograph. The 
losses were very heavy. Many of our 
men fell by grenades and we lost a gen- 
eral, a colonel, and many other officers. 
But a beginning was made in that work 
which was theoretically impossible.” 

It was Maj. Bayer who received prob- 
ably the first shot fired In the civilian 
outbreak at Liege on the night of Aug. 
20. At 9:30 o'clock he was walking quiet- 
ly thraugh the streets in the upper part 
of the town when he heard the report of 
a shot and felt something graze his leg. 
Turning, he saw a rifie aimed at him 
from a cellar window. That night firing 
began simultaneously at three points 
along the river—from the houses near 
the palace of justice, from the univer- 
sity, and from houses near the bridge 
next to the bridge leading from the uni- 
versity square. Each of the points from 
which the firing came commanded a 
bridge and those three bridges were 
guarded by Germantroops. The evidence 
of a preconcerted plan on the part of the 
civilians was, therefore, considered de- 
cisive by the Germans.

The pretty little French waitress at 
Maubeuge who thrice a day served a 
table full of German officers was about 
as big as a minute, but she assumed the 
maternal and admonitory attitude toward 
her guests before they had been twenty- 
four hours under her black eyes. She 
was not afraid of a general; “f majors 
she was merely tolerant, and captains she 
fairly snubbed when they did not instantly 
make their wants clear to her. 

She had condescended to learn one Ger- 
man word. It was “* nichts,”"’ which she 
pronounced “ nix,”’ and she used it Indis- 
criminately not only to indicate the lack 
of a particular viand or beverage but 
also to express negation, scorn, patience, 
impatience. acquiescence, and moderate 
endearment. The curious part was that 


everybody caught in every instance the 


shade of meaning she intended to convey. 

Nobody dreamed of disputing her on any 
point. 

Although she frequently play-acteé pa- 
thos and would suddenly droop from ex- 
traordinary animation into attitudes of 
piteous weariness—whimpering the while 
that she was “tres fatigué”’—she was 
at no time a sucessful emblem of France 
cowering before the invader.

“The amount of this fund is barely 
more than 1 per cent of the total out- 
standing loans and discounts of bank- 
ing institutions in the United States and 
is much lesa than amount of cash 
usually employed in marketing the cotton 
crop. ‘Nor would even this small part of 
the banking capital of the United States 
become impounded as a result of the plan, 
but, upon being lent would return at once 
into general circulation. 

“T am unable to see how such a 
could be thought to fall within the pur- 
view of the anti-trust laws.”

@ healthy hunter. Kindle a good fire, be- 
fore which you may sit with your back to 
a radiating tree or log, and stay there un- 
til help comes. You will, of course, signal 
with your rifle as the occasion warrants. 

A rifle shot by day does not mean any- 
thing, but a rifle shot after dark is a 
sign of great significance and warning. 
Several rifie shots after dark emphasize 
the situation and are always treated as a 
call for help. I was once lost for an hour 
or twoin a big swamp, with night coming 
on. I knew in a general way where l was, 
but I did not know that I could get out 
before dark. With a network of spring 
brooks ail about me, traveling after dark 
was impossible. (A diagram of this hap- 


pening will be furnished on application.) | 
As it was I maintained an anxious cheer- | 
fulness, trying to ve up to the best tra- 
ditions of the lost until my noisy compan- 
ions called me to safety.

Every camp should have a code of sig- 
nals for the lost.

Through obedience to this 
rule you may now and then lose a deer, 
but it is better to lose a deer than to lose 
a brother sportsman. If this rule were 
always obeyed it would diminish the num- 
ber of hunting accidents by two-thirds. 

Never carry your gun cocked. A hunt- 
er who cannot cock his gun or throw off 


the safety catch in time to be effective 
after sighting his quarry had better give 
up hunting. Once ona time I found my- 
self hunting side by side with a certain 
sportsman, and finally noticed that he 
was Carrying his heavy double barrel at 
fuli cock. 


~~ 

I vigorously expostulated with him, but 
he stubbornly refused to change his tac- 
tics and blandly assured me that in his 
experienced hands it was impossible that 
the gun could go off except by his design. 
1 watched him anxiously, uncertain what 
to do, until a few minutes later when he 
stepped on a treacherous log and fell 
headlong. His gun, with both hammers 
at full cock, was hurled end over end far 
in front of him, being aimed at me during 
various angles of its flight. Happily the 
gun was not discharged, although having 
every temptation so todo. Consequently, 
and with great promptitude, I left him, 
sadder and less cocky.

When the need of keeping your gun 
loaded is over it should always be exam- 
ined religiously and every shell taken out. 
If a scintilla of doubt still exists in your 
mind, examine it again to make sure. 

In the camp where I hunt deer we keep 
a relay of Indian ponies to ride and to 
pack in our deer. These ponies are most 
intelligent and dependable companions 
and are tough and hardy and accustomed 
to winter out of doors and to forage for 
themselves. They will not seek the shel- 
ter of a stable even in the coldest weather.

The above tells, in a nutshell, the good 
that has been brought abou, by the Fiaw- 
ley law. It means that instead of box- 
ing promoters either breaking the law or 
evading it, they are now satisfied to con- 
duct the bouts legally, with no chance to 
be brought to book so long as the reguila- 
tions are obeyed. Boxing, undeniably a 
strenuous sport, has been popular with 
red blooded men for generations. In the 
old days the very fact that bouts had to 
be conducted uncer cover ied to a certain 
percentage of unprincipled persons asso- 
ciating with the sport. Now it Is legal- 
ized there is no room for the law breaker, 
and the majority of those engaged pre- 
fer to conform to the law rather than to 
evade it. 

This condition of affairs has not been 
obtained without some trouble, but it 
did not take long for the rank and file to 
find out that the commission meant busi- 
ness and intended: to actually control the 
sport. As soon as an evil was recognized 
the commission took steps to stamp it 

ut, and the consequence is that at the 
present time every. one in any way:ccon- 
nected with boxing in the state of New 
York is provided for in the rules and an- 
aewerable to the commission. 

Buildings in which bouts are held must 
be approved. This means clean, well 
lighted and well ventilated buildings, in-

HE decision by which the house of 
Hanover was called to the throne of 
England was that of William III. 
who decreed the act of settlement, 
which parliament promptly passed 
without a dissenting voice. It was actuated 
by religious hate, for it was determined 
that no Catholic should ever again rule 

Great Britain. This act cut off the son of 

James I. from his inheritance and vestea 

the succession in his niece, the daughter 

of his sister, Elizabeth. This niece was 

Sophia Dorothea, who married the elector 

of Hanover and whose svn, George. Louis, 

became in time George IL. of Great Britaiv 
and Ireland. 

On his mother’s side he had a thin trickle 
of Stuart blood, but on his father’s he was 
stanchly German, stolidly German in par- 
entage, temperament, looks, and mind. 
The house of Hanover sprang from Duke 
William of Celle or Zell, who was in his 
day a fussy German potentate, one of sev- 
eral hundred like him reigning in fussy 
German duchies in the seventeenth century. 
Like his forbears and his successors he was 
a stolid squire. He managed his duchy 
as he managed his family, attending to all 
his duties, even to winding up the clock 
and putting the cat out o’ nights. 

It is said that when he died his seven 
sons flipped a coin to see who should get 
married. In such ways was the destiny of 
duchies settled and the methods in modern 
monarchies now are not greatly different. 
A son George won the toss. George had 
a keen eye to business, as all the Guelphs 
had, and as soldiering was his business he 
sold his sword to the highest bidder. Now 
he was fighting for Austria, now against 
her in the same campaign. Sometimes re 
fought under a Catholic, then under a Prot- 
estant banner. He even became a Swedish 
general, and was rew ed with the abbey 
of Hildesheim. He died there in 1641, be- 
ing survived by a quartet of sons. 

The succession went on down. The dukes. 
or electors as they came to be called, con- 
tinued to serve with their men now under 
one warring monarch, now. under another. 
As time went on things changed in the 
sleepy old court at Zell, for the dukes,came 
home from their foreign wars, bringing 
With them frail damsels who sang other 
music than that of Luther’s hymn. Thou- 
sands of Hanoverian soldiers were sold to 
this or that king and were sent away to 
fight for they knew not what, just as they 
do in Europe today, and just as the Hes- 
siangs did who fell on our own soil trying 

to crush colonial independence.

Rulers Arrogant and Ignorant. 

The Hanoverian rulers were strong abs0o- 
lutists, as the English were destined to 
learn. Arrogant, ignorant, and ‘cold sthey 
believed as firmly in their “divine right to 
rule as did Catherine of Russia or Louis 
XIV. They exacted implicit obedience in 
every particular. They took the last pfen- 
nig from the wretched peasants in taxes, 
and then the whole court went hunting

through the grain the serf had raised out 
of the reluctant soil. These subjects lived 
in abject poverty in order to keep in lux- 
ury’ their hereditary rulers at the tinsel 
court tricked out in imitation of Versailles. 

Erhest Augustus, the elector, who was 
father to the First George of Great Britain, 
rented out his soldiers wherever he could 
make a profit. If the king could pay his 
price he didn’t care whether he was Prot- 
estant or Catholic or what his cause was. 
Once he rented 6,700 Hanoverians to Venice. 
Only 1,400 came back, George Louis, who 
was born in 1660, was a dutiful son. He 
took his army to fight for the emperor 
against the Turks. He saw service at the 
siege of Vienna, in Italy, and on the Rhine. 
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George married his cousin, Sophia: Dore- 
thea of Zell, a young, beautiful, witty; and 
willful girl He is described .as . being 
“ odiously hard, cold, and silent.” .. The mar- 
riage was not a happy oné. ' Royal mar- 
riages seldom are. This one * was*.)con- 
tracted for power and money. Love did 
not enter into it. Life at the Hanover 
court was dull, vulgar, and immoral. Ernést 
Augustus had a’ mistress, the Countess 
Platen, an ugly, painted old : hag. ’-’ The 
Prince Electress Sophia Dorothea let’ her 
tongue run too fast. She made bittér fun 
of her husband and the countess and made 
enemies of them. Then, too, she took a 
lover, a brilliant worthless Swede, Count 


Philip von Kénigsmarck, who also enjoyed

the favors of the countess. Drunk, he 
boasted of his double conquest, and this. 
being brought to the countess’ ears she set 
four bullies upon him, and he fell pierced 
by their blades. As he lay dying she came 
out and stamped her heel upon his mouth. 


* * 
Wife a Prisoner for Life. 

The court at Hanover shrouded this trag- 
edy in mystery, and the truth did not be- 
come public property until many years 
after. George is usually acquitted of com- 
plicity or knowledge of this murder, dut 
no less a historian than Lord Acton said on : 
this point that the future king’s destina- 
tion should have been Tyburn instead of St. 

James. C. Grant Robertson says:. “The 

shame of this sordid scandal was to_ repeat 

itself with wearisome iteration in the quar- 

rels of fathers and sons, of mothers with - 
their children in the domestic chronicle of 
the electoral and royal dynasty.” 

George took his erring wife and put her 
in a prison castle, where shé stayed until 
she died thirty-two years after. He never 
sci saw her again ner ever spoke her name. 

It must not be supposed that. this “odi- 
ously hard; cold and silent” man was an= 
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{mprovement on his wife morally. This 


man, who was the hereditary bishop of 
Osnaberg, had at tnis time two mistresses, 
ridiculous scarecrows, ugly and greedy, 
whom he afterward took with him to Eng- 
land to batten on the people there. 

This vindictive treatment of his wife 
alienated his son from George, and led this 
son, who was the second George, violently 
to oppose the father when the latter was 
king. ¥ 

It was twenty years after he put his 
wife away, during sixteen years of which 
he had been elector of Hanover, that death 
in England struck Queen Anne and called 
Geotge to the throne of Great Britain. Like 
the little Holstein princes who were called 
to reign over Britain, his horizon was en- 
tirely bounded by his own little duchy, 
which he considered the most beautiful 
land in the world and the equal in impor- 
tance of any. “He thought the cackle of 
his burg the distant murmur of the world.” 
He had no conception of the British empire. 
He despised it and its people. He could 
speak few words of its tongue, and he 
never learned much more all his life. He 
preferred to live in Hanover, and he did 
60 as much as he could, deserting his great 
realm many times to go back to his dear 
Hanoverian court.

Hanoverians Loot British Treasury. 
‘He was notified of his succession to the 

throne, but it was not until some time after 
that he leisurely made his way to Londo! 
accompanied by his favorites and a horde 
of expectant courtiers. The English in all 
loyalty awaited the German sovereign wh, 
had been the heir of their Dutch king’ 
wish. What must have been the feelings 
of the people who had had as monarchs 
@n Elizabeth, a James, and a Charlies. who 
had become accustomed to sovereigns with 
courts boasting chivalry, beauty. and learn- 
ing, to see descending upon them this va- 
cant faced king. with his tatterdemalion 
entourage, avaricious courtiers, blackamoor 
attendants, and the two old mistresses as 
ugly as their names, Schulenberg and Kill- 
wansegge. 

It was clear that the new king consid- 
ered Great Britain merely an annex to Han- 
over and that he intended to do as little 
governing in the kingdom as possible. He 
leoked upon it, however, as his plunder, 
and he turned loose upon the treasury his 
band of retainers, who helped themselves 
to office and money. Contemporary history 
has many references to the behavior of 
these greely Hanoverians, who excited 
amusement and disgust among the English. 

Tae king created one of his mistresses 
Duchess of Kendal and the other Countess 
of Darlington. Srhese two harpies intrigued 
in ‘court and in politics to advance their 
own interests and to augment their steal- 
ings. A historian says: ‘“ The Schulenberg, 
by her insatiable appetite for intrigue and 
plunder, played a backstairs part with a 
zeal which prompted Walpole to say that 
“she would at any time have sold her in- 
fluence with the king for a shilling ad- 
vance to the best bidder.’”"’ The same 


writer describes the king in these words:, 


“He was a. brusque, heartless, cruel, 
avaricious, mean, sensual, punctilious, and 
masterful man. His abilities were medi- 
ocre; his manners not without a certain 
stiff dignity, but wholly unattractive.” 

“ It is net recessary to recite the political 
history of Great Britain during the reign 
of George 1; how some of the brightest 
names in its history were sullied by sordid 
intrigue while their owners stooped to fawn 
upon this German king and his favourites. 
The sovereign absented himself in Hanover 
wherever he could, delighting in these fre- 
quent visits to his beloved court, and al- 
ways returning to London with regret. On 
one of these visits, however, he was 
stricken with apoplexy and died there. 
Robertson says: “It cannot be said that 
the king was sincerely regretted by any 
one in Great Britain, even by the Duchess 
of Kendal, to whose appetite for plunder 
his death would administer a quietus.” 

= & 
King’s Son Jcins Opposition. 

George II., his son, torn 1683, had hated 
his father heartily ever since the unfortu- 
nate mother had been put away to die in 
her castle prison. In England this hatred 
led him into the camp of the opposition, 
who welcomed him for his position and in- 
fluence. Around his court ranged the so- 
efal and political opponents of the king, 
“nd his palace became a breeding place of 
intrigue, not to say treason. He ,is de- 
scribed at this time as a “dry, irascible, 
punctiliously punctual man. with the pas- 
sion for routine of a military martinet.” 

He could not be bullied, but he could 
easily be led by any one of great tact 
One of those who influenced him was his 
wife, Caroline of Anspach-Brandenburg, 
who “ was destined by her intellectual gifts 
her political insight, and her broad minded 
friendships to be the most remarkable 
woman in the history of the two reigns.’ 

The new Prince of Wales, Frederick 
Louis, born 1707 and created prince in 1729, 
followed in his father’s footsteps by quar- 
reling violently with his parents. He was 
a fop and a libertine, wrote caricatures of 
the king, and continually sided with the 
latter’s enemies. It {fs related of him that 
when.the pretender’s army had reached 
Derby the prince was playing blindman’s 
bluff with Fin pages. In 1736 he married 
Augusta of Saxe-Gotha. By this time he 
was reelly the leader to the opposition, 
and the feud between him and the king was 
bitter. 

When his son, afterwards George IIlL., 
was about to be born he shoved his wife 
into a coach and dumped her unceremoni- 
ously in the empty palace of St. James. 
This angered the king sv that he ordered 
the prince to leave the court, deprived him 
of guards, and forbade the court and for- 
eign ministers to have any intercoursa 
with him. This did not prevent the prince 
and his wife from assailing the king bit- 
terly om all occasions. It was amid such 
surroundings that the future king was 
brought up. The Prince of Wales died in 
1761. The king, who had been under the 
influence of Lady Yarmouth for some years, 
followed his son to the grave nine years 
‘Jater. 

» George III, the first “nglish born Han- 
‘.-erian King, first saw the light in 17338. 
He had no particular love for Hanover, and 
the wits said he was unable to find it on 
the map. His private life was decorous, 
but marked by obstinacy and bigoted Prot- 
estantism. 

Robertson says: “The fuller air, the 
larger light which the great characters, 
Freat principles, the formative forces of a 
new life in a people must find or be stified 
were rigorously shut out from the earth on 
which the king worked and the heaven for 
which he hoped for himself and his sub- 
jects.” and again: “Swmpathy, the first 
condition >of statesmanship, he lacked as 
completely as he lacked charity. In the 
mediocre mind of a subservient pol!tical 
hack—a Rute, a North, a Sackville, a Thur- 
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low. or an Addington—he was happy te 
discover his most congenial ally and in- 
strument.” 

His education and the atmosphere of un- 
filial treason in which he had spent his 
youth did not tend to improve a charac- 
ter at once stubborn, :esentful, and par- 
simonious. He was ignorant both of men 
and public business, obstinate, vindictive 
and resentful of all opposition. Green 
gays: “During the first ten years of his 
reign he managed to reduce government tc 
a shadow, and to turn the loyalty of his 
subjects into disaffection. Before twenty 
years were over he had forced the Amer- 
fean colonies into revolt and independence, 
and brouzht England to what seemed then 
the brink of ruin. 4 ee eee 
smaller mind than any English king before 
him save James II. He was wretchedly 
educated, and his natural powers. were of 
the meanest sort. Nor had he the capacity 
for using minds greater than his. own. 

His only feeling towards great men 
was one of jealousy and hate. ... His 
only purpose was to rule.” 

It was his fate, however, while trying 
to convert the aristocratic monarchy. of 
which he was the heed into absolutism, to 
be unwittingly the means of changing it 
into a democratic\ republic. Ags a prince 
he had allied himself with the Whigs, and 
as king he still called himself a Whig, bur 
at the same time he began boldly to revive 
absolutism in its most detested form. His 
mouthpiece in the ministry was Bute,

People Battle for Reform. 


The public now realized from the tem- 
per and acts of the king that they had as 
ruler an absolutist of the true continental 
tvre. Their feelings broke forth in oppo- 
sition and marshaled themselves behind 
John Wilkes, whom they acclaimed as a 
savior. Demagogue as he was he knew 
the people’s needs, and his words found a 
way straight to their hearts. He led the 
fight for parliamentary reform, battling 
step by step against the autocracy of king 
and commons. 

He succeeded in making parlilamentary 
debates open, and it was his efforts which 
gave to the press the right to discuss puh- 
lic questions freely. The king bitterly op- 
posed both these things, and he looked on 
the demands of the people for fair rep- 
resentation as a personal attack upon him 
and his rights. He threw all his power 
and obstinate force to quell the rising tide 
of the people's cause. Popular indignation 
forced Bute’s resignation and the king 
turned to Pitt for help. 

Pitt proposed a return to constitutional 
government and a reconstruction of the 
ministry which was responsible for suc- 
cess during the Seven Years’ war. The 
king said tlat he would sooner die than 
grant the return of constitutional govern- 
ment. He found a willing tool in Gren- 
ville, a man as narrow as himself. Gren- 
ville, at the king’s request, arrested forty- 
nine persons because of a censure of the 
king’s speech, which was made by Wilkes 
in his newspaper. Wilkes was confined in 
the tower, but so flagrantly illegal was the 
issuing of the warran'ts that he was re- 
leased by the court, only to be prosecuted 
for libel, The king pushed on the prosecu- 
tion, and his influence resulted tn both 
lords and commons denouncing the peo- 
ple’s champion and in the commons ex- 
pelling him from membership. 

It is hardly necessary to repeat except tn 
hare outline the attitude of George III 
t.ward the American colonies, He had as- 
serted his right to tax them and had re- 
fused assent to their legislative acts deny- 
ine that right. He would net Hsten to 
their plea for representation, a plea which 
he considered a treasonable demand. Pitt's 
advocacy of the colonists’ resistance to the 
stamp act caused the king to call him “the 
trumpet of sedition” and to wish for his 
death.

King’s Tyrrany Loses America. 

Wilkes returned to the country and was 
elected to parliament for Middlesex. A trial 
was had and he was thrown out, only to be 
retlected. The king urged on the prosecu- 
tion and Wilkes was again expelled, only 
to be electcd a third time, when once more 
the house at the king’s bidding threw him 
out This time the whole country ross 
against the king and his supporters for the 
violations of constitutional law. Wilkes 
was then elected an alderman of London. 
A petition went up which boldly asserted 
that the house of commons had ceased to 
be re-resentative. 

Another evidence of the king's tyranny 
was seen in the prosecution of printers 


who had published reports of parliament- | 


ary debates. The arrest of these men and 
of the lord mayor who released them 
caused such public demonstrations of dis- 
like for the king and hié xovernment that 
proceedings Were dropped, paving the way 
for the Lendon press as it now exists 

He looked with approval on the outrages 
eof British and German troops and the far 
more horrible outrages of Indian savages. 
Lecky says: “He strongly supported the 
employment of Indians, and in October, 
1777, he expressed the hepe that Howe 
would turn his thoughts to the mede ef 
war Best caleulated to end this contest as 
most distressing to the Americans.” 

The surrender of Yorktown saw England 
brought almost to ruin by the obstinacy of 
its monarch, Revolt broke out nearer 
home. Ireland had been administered for 
generations #s a vasenl state. It had a 
parliament which had no power but to 
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promulgate acts handed to it by one ip 
London. Catholic, five to one, its predom- 
inating religion was suppressed politically. 
No Catholic could sit in parliament or on 
the bench, hold municipal office, military 
rank, or practice at the bar. Nearly all 
the land had been conficated for the use of 
the Protestants. Parliaméntary votes were 
denied Catholics and it was only lately that 
they had been allowed religious freedom. 
Irish commerce and agriculture had been 
deliberately ruined. Poverty was apparent 
everywhere. 

Religious rancor resulted in the murder- 
ous rebellion of 1798 and left the country 
in the most pitiable state. In 1800 Pitt 
brought about the union and proposed 
measures of the most enlightened kind. 
They comprised the emancipation of the 
Catholics and the removal of their disabili- 
ties. When the king heard the details he 
was furiously angry and exclaimed to Lord 
Dundas: “I count any man my personal 
efiemy who proposes any such measure.” 
No arguments of his ministers could move 
him. He would stand by the oath he took 
when crowned and insist on the sacra- 
The result was Pitt's resiz- 
nation. The king was delighted with the 
successor, Mr. Addington, a man as narrow 
minded as himself, 

Other momentous events occurred dur- 
ing this reign of George III. besides the re- 
bellion of the American colonies. This, 
however, involving as it did such a deple- 
tion of the British empire, caused great 
fecling against the king. The people of 
England felt that there was much justice 
in the cause of the colonists, for taxation 
without representation was what was Kkeep- 
ing them, the Enclish, in a state bordering 
serefdom. They fondly boasted that “ Eng- 
lishmen would never be slaves,” but there 
was not much differcnce between slavery 
and the conditions to which the Hanovertan 
monarch chosen by a Dutch one had re- 
duced them. 

Parilament, which was supposed to rep- 
resent the popular will, did nothing of the 
sort. It consisted. of a hercditary house of 
lords and house of commons elected usual- 
ly in the most corrupt manner. Votes were 
vpenly bought and so'd, and as the party 
of privilege had the most money, it firmly 
entrenched itself, defying all attempts at 
reform. The king would have only sub- 
fervient ministers. Unless they agreed to 
his obstinate demands out they went. 

Besides being taxed to the last penny to 
Silpport the government, the people were 
oppressed by their landlords. Repressive 
laws burdened them; lIiberty of speech 
scarcely existed, and the courts, corrupt 
like other branches of the government, 
dealt out justice largely in favor of the 
wealthy. Young men by the tens of thou- 
sands were kidnaped into the army and 
navy and made to go abroad to fight the 
king’s wars, in which the English had little 
or no interest. They were half hearted in 
trying to put down the American revolu- 
t'on, and it was not until they went out to 
fight the tyrant Napoleon that they showed 
much enthusiasm.

Ruler Victim of Insanity. 

George III. came of a family which was 
always selling its sword and its soldiers 
wherever it could do so with profit. He 
considered ‘“‘my army” his personal prop- 
erty, to deal with as he saw fit. So low 
was nationalism sunk in England that but 
few voices were raised against this policy. 
So, too, he bought the services of Hessians 
from Frederick with which to put down 
the American “rebels.” It was necessary 
in this case, for the English had little 
stomach to shoot down their transatlantic 
brothers. 

At the close of the American revolution 
it was noticed that the king's mind was 
failing. Long ages of rulers with heredi- 
tary taints, the inbreeding of royal fam- 
ilies, the immorality, the excesses of his 
ancestors broke forth in insanity, some- 
times taking violent phases... It became im- 
possible for his ministers to consult with 
him. For days he raged ke a madman. 
threatening with death all who came near 
him. Again, he would weep bitterly for 
hours or sink into deep fits of depression. 
He imagined his people were in revolt. Ha 
thought he saw the ghosts of his father and 
grandfather. He believed that his sons 
were conspiring to depose him, which was 
not far from the truth. Some days he 
imagined he was leading the Hanoverian 
troops against the Turk and with his sword 
he rushed about the palace shouting at the 
top of his voice. 

As it became more and more apparent 
that the old king was helplessly incapaci- 
tated for governing the land the 
of a regency was discussed. The country 
was confronted with an imbecile king and 
a Prince of Wales whom every one knew 
was scarcely better fitted to reign than his 
father. Young George had inherited the 
throne and all the insanity and unbalanced 
character of his forbears. He was yet in 


his teens when he had a reputaton for dis- 


sipation and profligacy equal to that of the 
most abandoned reue of the realm. He had 
allied himself with the opposition to the 
king and had openly flouted his father and 
his policies. He consorted with rakes, 
bawds, and pugilists. His chief creny and 
supporter: was Charles Fox, the brilliant 


‘and dissolute Whig leader, a gambler and 


a shameless man, who descended to depths 
of infamy which would have made Roch- 
ester, his prototype of Charles’ day, seem 
modest by comparison. 

The prince gambled recklessly and was 
steeped in debt. At one time he owed 


juestion 


$3,000,000. His amours were disgraceful 
and he had no more sense of honor in the 
alcove than at the gaming table. Titled 
women threw themselves at his head. At 
one time his creditors levied -on his palace 
and were actually in possession of his ef- 
fects. He contracted a marriage with a 
“Mra. Fit~ierbert, an act which endangered 
his right of succession. 3

Greatest Profligate Since Charles II. 


In spite of all these things, which were 
known, so profound was the belief in the 
divine right of kings and so great the sub- 
serviency of parliament that it voted 161,- 
000 pounds to pay the prince's debts, and 
the king, who. had not spoken to him for 
months or allowed him to enter the palace, 
gave him an additional 10,000 a year, This 
was done on Fox’s motion, he having been 
assured by the prince that he had no idea 
of marrying Mrs. Fitzhcrbert. The prince 
had the effrontery to go back upon Fox, 
to admit and subsequently to deny the 
marriawe when it was all the time a mat- 
ter of record. Then he did what might 
have been expected of him. He deserted 
the woman. 

This was the state c.f affairs when the 
king’s condition brought up the question 
of regency, and this was the man whom 
the Hanoverian suce*ssion presented to the 
English people as their ruler. History at 
this time reveals disgraceful facts con- 
cerning the chicane of English politics, con- 
spiracies, deals, and trades involving even 

1@ greatest jurists, and which remind one 
of ward politica at its lowest. The regency 
was at last an accomplished fact, and the 
way was paved for putting on the throne 
the greatest profligate it had seen since 
the second Charles. 

This new George had nothing to recom- 
mend him for the kingship. He was neither 
soldier nor statesman. He made a pretense 
ef patronizing men of letters, but he never 
read a book, and the only men of letters 
who came at his call were fawning syco- 
phants of the second and third class 
Neither political party could trust him 
His word was as good as his bond, he gaid. 
But his bond was worthless.- He was the 
tool of scheming men who had anything 
but the naticn’s good et heart. He and his 
brother of York indul¢eed [In seandalous 
conduct, the elder taking a “party of 
drunken companions into the kinge’s cham- 
ber to let them hear the insane ravings of 
his father. Walters of the Leadon Times 
was Imprisoned for sixteen months for 
printing a version of this disgraceful fact. 
which was even glossed over in the ac- 
count.

Tries to Divorce Caroline, 

The first act of Georve IV. was character- 
istic of the man. He called for a divorce 
from his queen, Caroline of Brunswick. His 
cavinet refusing to sanction the bill, it was 
taken to parliament. This man, whose pri- 
vate life was a public scandal, brought 
charges of misconduct against his wife of 
the most horrible kind, dragging her reputa- 
tion. which was indeed of the frailest, into 
the gaze of the world. It is significant that the 
greatest legal lights of the kinsdom offered 
their services to the King to vindicate his 
“honor.” Brougham defended Caroline and 
the scandal became so odorous that finally 
the suit was quashed, George having backed 
down when his advisers showec him what a 
disgraceful thing he was doing. 

Tt is related that the prince was drunk the 
first night of their marriage. He neglected 
his wife from the first. Queen Charlotte, his 
mother, did not like her, and her lpdddemuins 
of the princess was cold and neglectful. She 
forced on her as lady in waiting Lady Jersey, 
the prince's mistress. Caroline had a poor 
education and had been brought up in a 
vicious court, but, whatever her later faults, 
and they were enough, she tried to be a good 
wife to the prince. Their only child, Char- 
lotte, was taken from her ty the queen and 
prince, and mother and daughter reslly had 
little life together. Charlotte married Leo- 
pold of Saxe-Coburg, who after became the 
first king of the Belgians, but she died with- 
@ut children who lived. 

For ten years the English tolerated thie 
man as their king, besides the long period of 
his regency. Momentous events took place in 
Europe, Great Britain having her share in 
them, but not even In the slightest degree 114 
George IV. influence them. During a part of 
that time Great Britain was fortunate to 
have statesmen of ability cnd warriors of 
might, but this was not due in any part to 
the monarch's selection. His favorite minis- 


\ter was Viscount Castlereagh, afterward Lord 


Londonderry, a scheming trickster, loyal to 
no party, not even to his own country, who 
was mistrusted at home and despised abroad 
and who died by his own hand, mourned by 
none. 

All the sons of old George led lives as 
licentious as that of the new king. The Duke 
of York had for a mistress the avaricious 
Mary Clarke, who sold her influence to men 
wishing army commissions on a regular scale 
of bribery. She brought upon the duke the 
pension fund scandal which caused him to 
resign as cOmmander in chief. His brother. 
the Duke of Clarence, made Mrs. Jordan, the 
actress, support him out of the ‘noney he 
gave her. When he became king he ennobled 
the ten children he had by her, but im the 
meanwhile he had cast her off to die in pev- 
erty. 

The Duke of Kent, the father of Queen 
Victoria, lived ten years with Mme. St. Lau- 
rent and had several children by her. Even 
old Queen Charlotte is said to have made 
$2,000,000 on the stock exehange by reason of 
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her secret information. She made $350,000 
by selling East India cadetships. 

Ia 1830 George died, but the country expe- 
rienced no improvements by the change, for 
his brother William, Duke of Clarence, a= 
cehded the throhe as William IV. = - 

‘This man, the younger brother of George, 
had beerf his pup!l !n the school ‘of profligacy. 


He had no children.. He “was thoroughly 


mediocre and lacked the education necessary 
to fit him for his position. He was utterly 
without dignity and manifested such eocen- 
tricity and morbid frritability that, as Gren- 


ville bluntly records, many believed him to be" 


‘cracked.’ His tactlessness was remarkable, 
and his habit of delivering impromptu 
speeches on every opportunity, filled with 
tirades against the French or the Duchess of 
Kent Sr some other foe, made him a general 
laughing stock.” 

The character of William IV. is what might 
have been expected from the brother of the 
regent, who accompanied him in all his riot- 
ous Hfe, who in the house of lords defended 
his brother's extravagance, and who took his 
part in the infamous divorce. 
the “sailor king.” but he saw little service, 
and his defiance of rules caused his resigna- 
tion as high admiral. He of sosed the libera- 
tion of the slaves. As king he was an obsti- 
nate monarch, always fighting parliament, a 
stickler for the prerogative, and an opponent 
of liberal measures. 

Such a king as William did, of course, 
nothing to advance parliamentary reform or 
the cause of popular government. During his 
reign of seven years the few champions of 
the people wrestied long and hard in lords 
and commons, being fought every step of the 
way by the crown and the powers of privi- 
lege. This had been the case during the 
terms of all four Georges, and that of Wil- 
liam was not different. Firmly intrenched 
and backed by royal approval, the feudal 
lords and their party offered an almost in- 
superable obstacle to parliamentary reform. 
Political corruption was widespread, and rot- 
ten boroughs abounded everywhere. Men sat 
in parliament for constituencies of a few 
hundred conservatives and sometimes for lo- 
calities with no inhabitants whatever, while 
great bodies of Nberal electors had only one 
representative and sometimes none at all. 
The condition of the laboring classes was 
miserable, Wases were most meager; the 
hours frightfully long. Women and girls 
tclled in mines harnessed to carts of coal 
which they dragged on all fours. Children of 
tender age were employed at dangerous ma- 
chinery in mills twelve and fourteen hours 4 
day. Vast tracts of agricultural land were 
held waste that the rich micht hunt the fox; 
even then corn and otnrer foodstuffs imported 
from America bore a heavy import tax. 

While a few liberal peers and men of pos!- 
tion spoke boldly against these conditions, 
others less influential who dared to speak or 
write were thrown Into prison or made to 
suffer indignity on the pillory. William Cob 
bett and his assoctates were thus arrested. 
They continued to battle, however, with such 
popular support that by 1835-37 the move- 
ment had grown to such proportions that 
even the hardest headed Tor saw that some 
concession would have to be made

The Adoent of Victoria. 

It is the fashion of English historians to 
speak as though the Hanoverian reign of 
Great Britain closed with that of George IIT. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. The 
relens of George IV. and William IV. were 
as truly Hanoverian as that of George IT. and 
that of Victoria in most essentials may be 
classed with the others. As the granddaugh- 
ter of George III. she had inherited I] the 
Hanoverian traditions brought over by the 
elector. Her education and training con- 
formed to all those traditions, and her atti- 
tude toward many tmportant questions which 
arose during her long reign was precisely 
that which the Georges would have assumed, 
making allowance for the more enlightened 
outlook of the nineteenth century. 

It is true that on her coming to the throne 
the connection between Great Britain and 
Hanover ceased automatically to exist, be- 
cause the Falic law obtained in the duchy. 
But that is a mere detail. 

She was a simple minded, true woman who 
rad been reared in a narrow domestic atmos- 
phere on all the Géorgian traditions. “I do 
not think,” says Lecky, “that in any sphere 
of life the queen would have been regarded 
as a woman of striking wit, or originality, or 
even commanding power.” She had great 
good sense, some tact, and an untiring indus- 
try. There is no doubt that she had her peo- 
ple’s interest deep in heart, wrong as she was 
on many public questions, particularly for- 
eign affaira. 

She remained, however, German !n thought 
to the end of her days. In this she was en- 
couraged by Baron S&tockmar, who advised 
her and her husband, the prince consort. 
This was Albert of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. § It 
was always said to have been a love match. 
Certainly they were devoted to each other, 
and the queen never ceased te mourn his 
death. The English were greatly disappoint- 
ed in him because he was a German, but 
what could they expect? There was no other 
suitable Pratestant match for the queen. 

* 


Meddles in Empire's Affairs. 

No sooner was he installed as prince con- 
sort than he began meddling in internal and 
foreign affairs. Thoroughly tmbued with the 
German drilimaster ideas and with the con- 
ception of absolute monarchy, he had no 
trouble in becoming the close adviser of the 
queen. She welcomed his advice because it 
ecincided with her own and was the opposite 
of what her ministers would give He was 
the thorn in the side of Palmerston and Lord 
Jchn Russell and the former had often to 
“stet” back matter which Albert had deleted 
from state papers. 

This was particularly true @uring the 
struggle for Italian independence. Neither 
the queen nor the prince had any conception 
of the cause for which Victor Immanuel, 
Cavour, or the Italian people were fighting. 
Her sympathies and his were entirely with 
Austria as representing absolutism and 
against the extension of popular liberty. 
William Roscoe Thayer, writing of this pe- 
riod, says: 

“The British court had been almost unani- 
mously pro-Austrian since the days of the 
coalition against the great Napoleon; the 
British sovereigns for more than a century 
had been anti-liberal, and neither Queen Vic- 
toria nor her political mentor, Prince Albert, 
was at this time an exception to the rule. 

“Prince Albert's determined effortea to ag- 
gtrandize the powers of the crown, ably/ con- 
ceived and pushed with German doggedness, 
were bearing fruit .. . A queen whose 
every thought and act were either suggested, 
modified, or controlled by her consort could 
and did succeed. ‘What has not my beloved 
and perfect Albert done?’ she wrote. ‘ Raised 
monarchy to the highest pinnacle of respect 
anc rendered it popular beyond what tt ever 
was in thie country" 

“ Prince Albert haé a truly Teutonic netion 
of royal prerogative. He had also much of 
the. drillmaster quality to which Germany 
has owed her preéminence in Militarism and 
education. Through him German ideas pre- 
vailed at court. eg : 

“Victoria, who was looked upon as: the 
most typically English sovereign since Queen 


. 


He was called 


Anne, used the German language in the 
household and kept up a correspondence in 
German with ‘Dearest. Uncle Leopold,’ to 
whom she imparted without reserve the af- 
fairs of the British government and from 
whom she received advice; and at the same 
time Prince Albert was disclosing state se- 
erets to his old German master, Stockwar. 
Had any member of the British cabinet been 
suspected of such subserviency to foreign 
suggestion he would not have held office for 
a day.” 
* * 


Invariably Supported A bsolutism. 

In these circumstances it is little wonder 
that Palmerston on more than one occasion 
had communication with foreign powers 
without the queen’s knowledge. When she 
discovered this, as she several times did, she 
quarreled with her minister and let the»pub- 
lic khow it. What the public did not know, 
however, was that she and the prince consert 
were conatantly sending to King Leopold and 
to Baron Stockmar reports of British polit- 
ical action and unfavorable criticism of the 
British ministers. These secrets promptly 
were communicated to Berlin and Vienna, so 
that the diplomats of those capitals knew 
London's moves before they were made. The 
queen thought Cavour a political trickster, 
and the prince regarded him as a third rate 
politician. 

The influence of the prince, who insisted on 
being present whenever a minister wished to 
communicate with the queen and who strong- 
ly held that she and not her minister should 
direct all foreign affairs when the constitu- 
tion rested these things solely on the minis- 
try, resulted in great friction. 

Both the queen and prince consort were 
strongly opposed to all the continental move- 
ments for constitutions and personal liberty. 
They invariably supported absolutism. They 
were with Austria to the last ditch. She 
supported Bismarck when he took Schleswig- 
Holstein from Denmark, although both In 
this matter and that of Italian unity her 
ministry and the sentiment of the English 
public were against her. She disliked Glad- 
stone heartily and disapproved moet strongly 
of all his measures, home rule and franchise 
extension particularly. 

She was most susceptible of flattery, and 
the easy manner in which Louls Napoleon 
overcame her repugnance to him by asking 
her advice about wet nurses and the proper 
food for 4nfants, on the occasion of his visit 
to England after he became emperor, excited 
great amusement in other courts, where no 
one was deceived for a moment about the 
spurious character of the man. 

The death of the prince consort was a stun- 
ning blow to her, and she mourned him oon- 
tinually. During all her widowhood she 
withdrew from society almost entirely. She 
never appeared in a London theater and was 
seldom seen in the capital. Her favorite 
home was Balmoral, In ®cotland, where she 
secluded herself with a few friends and her 
faithful gilly, John Brown, who had great 
influence over her.

Prosperity in Victorian Reign. 

Her strong imperialist sentiment made 
Beaconsfield her favorite minister, and the 
crowning glory of his life, her assumption of 
the Indian title, confirmed her opinion of 
him. Her long reign saw Great Britain ad- 
vance imméasurably in prosperity. It wa 
not unmarked by wars tn dependencies, but 
even. the results of these appear to have 
benefited the losers. She faithfully bore out 
all the traditions of the Georges as to the 
prerogatives of the crown, and she tried ac- 
cording to her rather narrow ways to make 
ber people feel happy and .contented. Ehe 
gave the tone in the peculiar fashions of 
dress and household furnishings, the color- 
less popular literature which have come to 
be known as Victorian. She strictly con- 
formed. No one who did not do so gained 
her approval. Her sense of humor was. nil 
and her “‘ We are not amused!" threw a chill 


cover many a state dinner party. 


But the English had great cause to admire 
and even idolize her. She was indeed the 
“good queen,” as they called her. Her pri- 
vate life was above reproach and a shining 
contrast to that of most of her predecessors. 
Her death in 1901 was a cause of mourning 
nll over the globe. She was undoubtedly one 
of the best sovereigns who ever reigned. 

The advent of her son, crowned as Edward 
VIIL., saw a return of many things which had 
been taboo in his mother’s long reign. Most 
of these were of minor social importance 
He ig credited with bringing about the rap- 
prochement of Great Britain, France, and 
Russia, commonly known as the triple en- 
tente. Otherwise the kingdom went on much 
as it did before he came. He was credited 
with some statesmanship, but he did not live 
long enough to prove his abilities as a pro- 
gressive monarch. 

His son, the present king. has at least 
shown a disposition to get along fairly well 
with a liberal ministry. Not much was 
hoped from him, and the world has been 
agreeably surprised at what he has done. 

Constitutional Great Britain has made 
great strides. In 1837 hardly the most gifted 
seer could have predicted the progress de 
mocracy has made. Measures have been 
adopted which neither party in William 
Fourth’s day would have dared to foretell. 
The century old fight for Irish home rule 
has succeeded and the still older struggle to 
curb the power of the lords has been crowned 
with victory. Hide bound privilege has at 
last seen a great light and republican prin- 
ciples are now in the ascendant.

House Feels Royalty’s Curse. 

The curse of consanguinity which afiicts 
practically every royal house of Europe has 
been particularly severe on the Hanoverians. 
In days past there have been a number of 
deaths and birth which were veiled in mys 
tery. While cancer cannot be called a conse 
quence of inbreeding, it is remarkable that 
Edward VII., his brother, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh, and his sister, the Empress Frederick, 
all died of that disease, It may be mentioned 
that cancer was the cause of Emperor Fred- 
erick’'s death also. The duke's son died of 
dissipation at an early age. 

The present princess royal of Great Brit- 
ain has never appeared in public since the 
death of her husband. The second daughter 
is an epileptic and has never married. 

Prince Leopold died young of bleeding. 
His skin was so sensitive that he bled at the 
slightest scratch. Princess Alice of Hesse 
suffered from the same malady. The present 
German emperor, the grandson of Victoria, 
was born with his left hand withered. He 
has other troubles of a mental] and physica! 
sort which are abnormal. 

Strange stories are told ‘of the antics of 
the Duke of Edinburgh’s three daughters. 
“Two sons of Princess Christian were totally 
bald before they were 24. The daughter of 
Princess Henry of Battenberg, who is queen 
of Spain, has always had varicose veins and 
has to wear rubber stockiigs. Two of her 
children are deaf mutes. Her oldest brother 


is;weak mentally and. suffers from tubercu- 


losis of the bones. : Pe

That is to say, 
five dressmakers of New Yerk (the smartest, 
most expensive five) have summer headquar- 
ters at the nation’s social capital, and these 
are they who have pronounced the verdict, 
which is supplemented by the corroboration cf 
others of the best dressed women of the smart 
set. Mrs. Stuyvesant Fish says that she 
thinks Mrs. Douglas deserves the honor; and 
Mrs. Vanderbilt says so, too. This, of course, 
is the Mrs. Vanderbilt who is the mother of 
the girl who was Miss Gladys Vanderbilt and 
is now the Countess Szechenyi. She was her- 
alded as having the most beautiful trousseau 
ever borne away by an American bride, and 
as it was selected by her mother, Mrs. Vander- 
bilt ought to be regarded as a judge of author- 
ity. 

But these people have had their say for 
Seasons past, and important as it is, their 
judgment is pronounced from the standpoint 
of fashion. This year Izola Carpentier, maker 
of miniatures for the smart set, has pro- 
nounced Mrs. Douglas from the artistic stand- 
point to be the best dressed woman she has 
seen. 

How many dresses has the best dressed 
Woman in America? Some people with a 
passion for moderation have been printing 
things of late to the effect that the really

The interesting thing is to get her point of 
view on how economically one can dress weil. 
She is said to have spent a good bit of time 
recently planning with a young friend of hers 
on how the girl could put up a fine appearance 
at a small cost. She thought that for $500 a 
year, since the girl cannot sew herself, she 
ought to be able to look as well as any of her 
young friends of the smart set. One evening 
dress is enough, according to the woman with 
a dozen, if you have berthas and lace scarfs 
with which to make it look different for differ- 
ent occasions. Of course, it must be of either 
black or white, in order to escape detection. 
Two, she considers, are riches—one of black 
and the other of white. On occasions the 
black one can appear with a white bertha 
and the white one draped in black. 

She counted up that there are fourteen dif- 
ferent appearances to be made with such capi- 
tal. Among others, there is a tunic effect of 
black that looks well over the white ground, 
and a deep lace flounce of black for other occa- 
sions. Every girl, to look well, must, accord- 
ing to the authority, have a three piece suit 
and a hack costume, but it may be something 
carried over from the year before. That is all 
‘there is to it, in the opinion of the best dressed 
woman, since the three piece suit does for anv 
oceasion except such as call for one of the 
fourteen evening dresses provided for.

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HE pounding of a piano—the pounding

Tricks of the Song Business. 

Madhouse that it was, I had not stuck 
around half an hour before I had learned 
much about the popular song business; how 
every firm has three songs it is trying to force 
on the public—one leader, one old one, and 
one brand new one, the latter still in type- 
written form and raved over by the branch 
manager. It is at these “Tin Pan alleys” 
and “ Melody lanes” in New York and Chi- 
cago where it is decided what the fellow in 
Muscatine will be whistling on his way to 
work during the coming months, and what 
the girl in Mankato shall be playing on the 
piano for ber Wednesday night caller. This 
little balcony place at the corner of Monroe 
and State is said to be visited by at least 
800 “singing acts” a day. In fact, it is said, 
if you hang around there long enouga you will 
see practically every singing act in the coun- 
try. 


“Can’t you give me a ‘Hug Up Close to 
Your Baby’ song?” I heard one of the 
“ Mack and Mason” team inquire. “I can’t 
put this war dope over. We were a cleanup 
in Racine, but died like dogs in Peoria. My 
wife's dress hadn’t come back from the lauv- 
dry and she had to work in that old dress, 
and you know how tacky that is, but at that 
I want a ‘sure fire.” 


And immediately Mr. Mack was rushed 
into a booth where a waiting pianist had 
already turned to pound out the plaintiff pre- 
lude of “ Take Me Back, Back, Back to Caro- 
lina.” 

Finally the manager of the place did pause 
long enough to ask me if I’d written a 
“counter song” or a.“ novelty.” In ‘either 
case, however, he said it would be a “ fliver.” 
I found out later that a “ counter song” was 
one that sold on its title, lettered across a 
background of pink moonlight on a purple sea, 
“When You Know You're Not Forgotten by 
the Girl Who Can’t Forget” was cited as a 
good example. A “ fliver” meant a failure. 

It was all very interesting but very dis- 
tracting, and I couldn’t see where I was 
making any progress with my own beautiful 
ballad. I felt very much out of place. The 
“act catchers”—those persons who make 
the stage doors of theaters and drag the 
singers over to the boosting place to try new 
numbers—ignored me. : 

One of the act catchers did confess to me 
that he had a hard life. 

“No use trying to talk to an actor,” he 
explained, “ if he hasn't just got through bow- 
in: to the applause. You can’t keep a dog 
a'.,e unless you feed him, and an actor can't 
1. e without hand clapping. Lack of ap- 
yp .use makes ’em positively sick. How can 
I tell an actor? Why, by the ‘I am’ way 
they have about ’em. There ain’t one of ’em 
but who could be a topliner if he had the 
chance. You’ve written a song, too? Well, 
send it down to New York and they'll send 
it back to you. You’ve got as much chance 
selling it as a girl who dishes prunes in a 
cafeteria has of getting a tip.”

Get Ballads by the Ton. 


It was while I was back by the counter 
where the guardians of the “ professional 
copies”? were busy questioning the seekers 
after free music, to get a line on their stand- 
ing in the game before coming across with 
the melodies, that a gentleman strolled in, 
and because all the “gitney” actors (sing- 
ers in moving picture houses) began to 
patronize him I innocently inquired who he 
might be. I think it was one of “The Two 
Dots” who glanced up aghast, but gave me 
the desired information: ; 

“Why, ain’t you ever heard of J. Bran- 
don Walsh, who wrote ‘The Irish Tango,’ 
* Killarney and You,’ and ‘Harmony Bay’?” 

I had: heard the songs, and after an intro- 
duction I explained to Mr. Walsh my aspira- 
tion. Young Mr. Walsh looked very sad. 

“I suppose your cousin on the south side 
said it was a dandy song,” he sympathized. 
“Maybe it is. But if you'll come over to 
my office I’ll show you 150 unpublished lyrics 
I have written in which ‘love’ and ‘dove’ 
rhyme just as nicely as they do in your ditty, 
which I trust you will not ask me to look 
over. Scores of amateurs visit the Chicaco 


‘branch houses every day with their songs. 


The New York publishers get ballads by the 
ton in their mail. I suppose you want to 
make a contract right away without letting 
any one see your song Yor fear they'll steal 


iit. Well, there are really a lot of smart 
people who are sure they can write song hits. | 


A whole lot of:them are gullible enough to 
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be taken in by the fake houses, who ask $25 
to $30 for printing 1,000 copies. They’ll print 
anything—these houses will—for the $25 or 
$30. The farthest these songs ever get is the 
few copies that go to the friends of the vic- 
tim.” 

I was thoughtful for a moment. I knew 
that Mr. Walsh had at least thirty songs on 
the counters that were fairly good sellers. 

“Tell me,” I asked. “You have written 
successful popular songs; do you really know 
anything about cotton fields or do you know 
any girls in ‘Old Erin’?” 

“Those little trifles aren’t necessary,” he 
answered. “It takes a Jewish writer really to 
do justice to the charms of the River Shan- 
non. <As for the cotton field stuff, why, a 
successful song writer friend of mine asked 
me the other day what color magnolias were. 
He was writing a southern song and he 
wanted to get hold of some word that would 
rhyme with the name of the flower.” 


* 
No One Wants a Chicago Song. 


Mr. Walsh was going over to the Ran- 
dolph building in Clark street—a building in 
the heart of Chicago's rialto with song boost- 
ers and “caught acts” and pounding pianscs 
on nearly every floor—and I tagged along, 
not exactly a hero worshiper, because I was 
so close to him in flesh and blood, but rather 
as an individual with my curiosity very much 
aroused. Mr. Walsh answered my questions 
as we walked along. j 

“Don't feel bad if you can’t sell your 
song,” he consoled. “From my experience 
in the business I am convinced that at least 
everybody tries to write a song once. There 
are probably 1,000,000 song writers in Chicago 
—400 are working at it, forty are having 


songs published, and about four are making ° 


any money. You didn’t write your song about 
Chicago, did you? There’ve been about 9,000 
‘flivers’ at that. No one wants a Chicago 
song, and no one knows why not. If you've 
written about a city it must be about New 
York or Frisco, and don’t write about any 
state like Iowa, Wisconsin, or Illinois. Those 
names don’t rhyme with anything. 

“What people want is to be ‘Down South 
in Dixie’ or ‘In the Blue Ridge Mountains 
of Virginia.” If you would sing a song about 
‘Take Me Back to Minnesota ’—although it’s 
a perfectly good state—they’d kill you. It’s 
the man who has never been to New York who 
joins loudest in the chorus of ‘Give My Re- 
gards to Broadway.’ Education? It doesn’t go 
in song writing at all. The more ungram- 
matical you are the better, and you can take 
all the license you want to, even to making 
moonbeams golden.” 

“ Sometimes,” I ventured, “when I first 
hear a song it sounds crazy.” 

“ But by the time you hear it every place 
you go for a week you begin to fall for it,” 
finished Mr. Walsh. “I don’t dare go where 
I’m apt to hear songs myself. If the singer 
is using one of a writer’s songs and knows 
he is present and not applauding, he is sore. 
And if the author of the song does applaud 
and some friend of his sees him doing it—

. building that I met Al Beilin, who pays out 


$300 a week in Chicago to a Von Tilzer song 
boosting crew. Mr. Beilin I found in a most 
excited condition and not at all in the right 
mood to read over my ballad. 

“You've written a song!” he exclaimed. 
“Well, what the devil do I care? Do you 
see this wire here? You knowwhattameap. 
Listen.” (He shook the yellow telegram be 
fore me.) “ We’re paying this man at the 
Palace to use ‘ All Had a Finger in the Pie,’ 
and here’s a wire saying that he didn’t put 
it on last night. O, your song you want to 
talk about? No, I don’t want to see it. 
You’ve got as nfuch chance to get it before a 
publisher as I have of getting an audience 
with a king. When these firms are guar- 
anteeing a writer $10,000 a year in royalties 
they figure he can write anything they want, 
don’t they? You knowwhattamean. It all 
depends on who introduces a song. Som: 
big act has to take up your song, or you've got 
to have boosters. Outside of that there’s ne 
chance—no chance. The merit of a song 
means nothing. The public must hear it. if 
a star man writes it, the public’s got to hear 
it for six weeks whether it likes it or not.” 

And Al turned from me to give orders to 
the fuzzy coated members of his crew who 
were about to depart for various theaters 
and cabarets. I decided to see the thing 
through to the finish, and partaking hur- 
riedly of lunch I kept on the trail of “ Sure 
Fire” Billie Roder and the spotlight bask- 
ing team of “ Foster and Stool,” who were 
en route for a Cottage Grove avenue “git- 
ney” house, where a “song publishers’ con- 
test” was on. I saw the arrangement made 
with the manager in the heavily lithographed, 
heavily electric lighted lobby; a slide contain- 
ing the words were given to the moving pic- 
ture operator and everything made ready to 
“follow the next reel.” 

It was surely some contest. “ Aba, Daba, 
Daba, Daba, Said the Chimpee to the Monk.” 
sung by a pair of youths who went through 
the antics of college yell leaders, had the au- 
dience “all doing it” for a-while, but “ Fo 
ter and Stool” took away the honors when 
they succeeded in getting five encores for a 
ballad about a girl ““ Way Down East,” whose 
heart was yearning. The plumbers and the 
kifchen mechanics and the hair dressers and 
the teamsters didn’t “ fall” the very first time 
they had the words flashed before them on the 
screen, but about the fourth time their mouths 
were wide open joining in the song and their 
faces were all screwed up in sympathy for 
the girl whose heart was yearning.

HE words of this national hymn of Austria were 
written by L. L. Haschka in 1797, while the music 
was composed by the great master musician Franz 
Josef Haydn. 

, Franz Jozef Haydn was born in the little mar- 
ket town of Rohrau, in Austria. His parents were poor 
peasants, his father being a wheelwright by trade, and 
they lived in a tiny vine covered cottage. They were all 
fond of music, and when the day’s work was done the 
father would sing old Austrian folk songs, the mother 
would play upon the harp, and little Franz Josef would 
sing in a clear soprano voice and accompany himself by 
scraping with a stick upon a piece of wood in imitation 
of a schoolmaster who played the violin. With his 
crude instrument he kept perfect time and astonished 
all who heard him. One day a cousin who was choir 
leader in Hamburg came upon a visit, and when he 
heard the little lad he asked Josef’s parents to let the 


his own kitchen. 

At one time this cousin boastfully told Herr Reuter, 
who was choirmaster of St. Stevens’ church in Vienna, 
about the boy genius: who was working in his kitchen. 
When Reuter heard the boy sing he was amazed at his 
beautiful voice and said, “ He shall sing in my choir,” 
so young Haydn went to Vienna and served under a new 
choirmaster and there began his real musical education. 


While the other boys-played, he practiced and worked 
at his music. He longed for lessons in composition, and 
when he-got hold of some paper he began at once to 
write anthems. : 

Herr Reuter was jealbus of this talented pupil, and so 
he ridiculed the sensitive little boy and never gave him 
any encouragement. . x 

One time in choir ptactice young Haydn played a mis- 
chievous trick on one of the singers by snipping off the 
end of his wig. When the irate singer reported the deed 
to the choirmaster he flew into a rage and expelled the 
boy. It was wintér’and the weather was bitterly cold, 
and the poor boy rwandered through the streets of 
Vienna without fogd or shelter..*‘He became a street 
musician and earned enough to pay for a small attic 
room in the home of a barber named Kellar. Here in 
the loft :bedroom he had an old harpsichord and he 
Played and composed tunes, while he did odd bits of 
work about the place for the wig maker. He finally 
married Anna Kellar, the daughter of his host, but as 
she was ill tempered and uneducated they did not have 
a happy time together. 

Haydn made many friends, and as his music became 
better known many famous people sought his friendship. 
Prinee Esterhazy, who was the head of an old Hun- 


‘sical advantages. However, he put the boy ti work’ in home, Rohrau, and was much touched because the people 
‘there had erected a monument in his. _ honor. When he 


went into the humble ‘little home where he was born he 
stooped and kissed the doorstep. 

Many famous musicians studied with.Haydn, but the 
one whom he loved the dearest was the young, composer 
Mozart, and Mozart playfully called his master “ Papa 
Haydn.” Haydn was indeed a father to many new forms 
of musical art. He was called.the “ father:of modern 
symphony” ‘because he gave the symphony its. present 
form, and he was the author of the stringed ‘quartet. 
He composed over 100 symphonies and many oratorios 
and anthems. 

They say that when he was in England he was muct 
impressed With the national song, “ God Save the King,” 
so later whet war was declared on France he was anx- 


ious to give the Austrian people an anthem ‘which would *” 


inspire them to deeds of patriotism, so he composed the 
music “God Preserve the Emperor” to.the words. writ- 
etn by L. L. Haschka in 1797. It was publicly sung on 
the emperor’s birthday at the national theater in Vienna, 
and at once it became popular with the people. The 
emperor was so delighted that he sent Haydn his. por- 


trait and thanked him for the wonderful song. It is. 


considered a’ masterpiece of composition, and Haydn 
himself was happy that he had been able to give it to 
the Austrian people. 

He died May 26, 1809. All the world mourned for 
him and paid tribute to his memory. Fortunately he 
lived to enjoy much honor -and fame, for he made 
music a universal language. Although he was world 
famous for his many creations, he was best beloved 
by the people of Austria for giving them this national 
hymn, which their soldiers are singing today.

Flat foot t# a condition whereby the 
arch of the foot becomes broken down. 
You may or may not have noticed that 
the under part of the human foot is 
arched, also that when you walk the mid- 
dle of the foot does not touch the ground. 
When you walk oorrectly thre foot touches 
the ground at the heel and ball of the foot, 
while the arch under the foot acts as @ 
kind of epring for balancing and distribut- 
ing the weight of the body, which falis

upon the foot. Itis the regular use of this 
arch, or spring, when walking or exercis- 
ing that keeps the cartilages and muscles 
of the foot lubricated and in a healthy 
condition. Deprive the foot of exercise 
and so allow the weight of the body to 
unduly and unevenly presse upon the 
spring and, like every other spring that is 
subjected to excessive pressure. It be- 
comes weakened until it finally snaps or 
breaks down, as in flat foot. 

Thus they who stand for many hours at 
a stretch frequently contract flat foot, 
and as a consequence experience more or 
less pain in the back and in the body gen- 
erally, due to the uneven strain that is 
thrown upon the spine and other parts of 
the body in walking. It is not until the 
foot ailment is remedied that backache ls 
relieved and a better bodily condition is 
established.

The care of fite foot consists of a few 
simple exercises. These regularly per- 
formed, improvement may be reasonably 
expected. 

Exercise 1—Stand on the toes, big toe 
pointing to big toe. Lower the body onto 
the flat of the foot; raise and lower alter- 
nately. 

Exercise 2—Sit on a chair and point the 
toes toward the ground. Raise and 
lower the foot several times in quick suc- 
cession. 

Exercise 8—Sit in a chair, feet twelve 
inches apart. Place the heels firmly on 
the ground, tilt the toes up toward the 
ankles, balance to heels. A capital exer- 
cise this is, by the way, for warming 
cold feet. 

Exercise 4—Yet another useful exercise 
for strengthening the muscles of the 
instep, ankles, and foot generally is the 
one depicted in exercise 4. Sit with feet 
together. Move toes outward until heel 
touches back of heel. 

Massage of the foot will be found an 
excellent auxiliary in curing flat foot. 
Soak the feet in hot water for a minute 
or two at night before retiring; dry thor- 
oughly and massage under the soles and 
over the instep with warm olive oil. To 
warm the oil pour a little of it into a 
saucer. Fill a small basin with boiling 
water. Place the saucer over the boiling 
water and in a few seconds the oll will be 
thin and warm enough for use. In the 
morning bathe the feet again in warm 
water, thencold. Dry and massage under 
the soles, over the instep, and up the 
ankle. : 

Incidentally, it might be mentioned that 
tired feet can be soothed by bathing them 
jn hot water, to which a little salt has 
been added, the water being well splashed 
up the leg with the bare‘ hands, 

W °r comfortable stockings—heavy 
ones for winter, thin ones for summer— 
and see that the heels of all footwear 
are neither too low nor too high, but ofa 
comfortable height.

The observation balloon was down when 
I reached the field. A detachmen: of sol- 
diers, with several officers, was gathered 
about it. It was agroleeque.y miujpca ob- 
ject, quite unlike any balloon I had ever 
before seen—a huge caterpillarlike bocy 
with a smaller caterpillar clinging to it 
and curled, under it atone end The bas- 
ket was pvaall and evidently designed for 
but one occupant. A heavy wagon with 
a drum wh:ch wound or unwound the 
wire stood near the balloon, and a number 
of horses produced the motive power that 
drew the balloon from the sky gown tothe 
earth. 

Irvin Cobb, one of our party, eagerly ac- 
cepted an invitation to go up in the bal- 
loon. Ee is a man of some girth and 
weight, and when he had taken his place 
in the basket with the observer there was 
not muck more than standing room. All 
of the sandbags were cast off and the 
balloon rose steadily toward the south and 
in the direction of the batile front.

To those of us below, the balloon seemed 
to sway and rock violettly, but the basket 
to which was attached the wire bung firm 
an@ steedy.

swayed, a fortunate circumstance for 
Cobb, who claims to be a notoriously bad 
sailor. 

After the balloon had ascended several 
hundred feet it was balted while the two 
passengers wer. given 4 chance to scan 
and study the battleground ahead. The 
balloon was then rolled down by the 
horses and the two occupants climbed 
out of the basket. To one it was merely 
part of the day’s work; to the other it 
was the experience of a lifetime, as well 
as a great privilege which probably no 
other civilian has been given the excite- 
ment of enjoying. 

It had not seemed a dangerous trip, but 
the events of the succeeding few min- 
utes proved that it might easily have 
been. 

A second time the balloon went up, this 
time with an observer who would spend 
hours in the air before coming Gown. 

The balloon had risen only a few hun- 
dred feet when there was a flurry of ex- 
citement among the officers and soldiers 
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on the ground. They were pointing up 
and shouting to the observer. Quick or- 
ders were given and a squad of soldiers 
were rushed to the wagon to which the 
balloon wire was attached.

ears. The shot was a range finder and 
fell far short of the fiyer.

He came on toward the balloon 
field as though the exploding shells were 
not to be feared.

It was « thrilling race. On the ground 
the squad of soldiers, twenty or thirty, 
were swiftly drawing the balloonist down 
to safety, while in the heavens a daring 
aviator was swiftly approaching a point 
where his bomb would be effective. 

After the first two shots from the bal- 
loon gun, whose location we could not 
568, the shota came with greater fre- 
quency, and the white bursts of smoke 
érew closer and closer to the flyer. Every 
inasiant 1 expected to see a shell explode 
go close that its concussion would cap- 
size the machine.

Under cover of a fringe of low trees we 
approached this lookout position. <A tele- 
scope was mounted near the brink of the 
bill and a straw thatched shelter hidden 
in the bushes contained the telephone 
equipment which kept the officers in In- 
stant touch with the batteries to the rear 
as well as with the balloon observer and 
the general field headquarters, @ mile or 
more further back. 

From this advanced position the valley 
and the German trenches and the fierce 
and incessant shelling of the latter lay 
before us as on a stage. 

Upon the opposite rim of the valley was 
a beet sugar mill in the village of Cerny. 
This spot was the objective of the enemy's 
artillery, and their shells were dropping 
on it and beside it and behind it with 
dreadful accuracy. F 

We estimated that the shells burst at 
intervals of five seconds. The reverbera- 
tions were melted together in an almost 
unbroken roar. Great strips of the roof 
of the mill were lifted and sent crashing 
down in a volume of smoke and dust. 
Once the building started to burn, but the 
blaze soon subsided. 

It was inconceivable that human beings 
could stand such a savage rain of shrap- 
nel, and I was relieved to learn that the 
Germans had shifted from the trenches 
at that point and had moved off to the 
right and the left, so that the enemy’s 
fire fell on a deserted position. 


alien 

Two weeks before this same position 
had been the scene of a desperate infantry 
battle. A German regiment had attacked 
the French and English in the trenches 
fianking the sugar mill and had driven 
them out with terrificloss. The allies fell 
back six or seven hundred yards to an- 
other and stronger trench, while the Ger- 
mans occupied the abandoned trench. Be- 
tween the two opposing trenches there 
were many dead and wounded who could 
not be succored. 

At 4 o'clock the following morning, 
while it was dark and raining, the allies 
advanced in strong force and approached 
very near the German outposts before 
they were discovered. 3 

“Don't shoot! We are Germans! ”’ 
shouted the Frenchmen, but in a voice 
that betrayed them. 

The Germans opened up with a heavy 
fire and again drove the enemy back, but 
by so doing they advanced to a position 
which - was exposed and weak. At day- 
light the French artillery, with deadly 
precision, began to comb the German po- 
sition, starting first to the right and 
drawing gradually nearer. Every foot of 
ground was torn by falling shrapnel. 

The colonel of the regiment was stand- 
ing with one of his officers, Major von 
Herwarth, formerly attached to the Ger- 
man embassy at Washington. A shot 
struck his arm, passed on through his 
stomach, and inflicted a mortal wound, 
from which he died twenty-four hours 
later. Major Eerwarth, being then the 

senior officer {n command of the regi- 
ment, ordered his men to fall: back to the 
eover of a grove of trees where they would 
be reasonably secure from the advancing 
storm of shrapnel which was method- 
ically and implacably sweeping toward 
them. 

To reach the woods it was necessary to 
traverse an open space where the troops 
were exposed to the fire of the enemy. 
Eleven officers and two hundred men fell 
in a few moments, but the remainder 
reached the woods and its shelter. 

—— 

Still later another desperate charge oc- 
curred at the sugar mill, and hundreds of 
dead and wounded were struck down be- 
tween the two opposing trenches. There 
had been no cessation in the desperate 
struggle at this point. There has been no 
truce du:ing which the dead and wound- 
¢d could be carried from the field, so that 
for two weeks the bodies of the fallen 
had lain cut in the open fleld, torn by 
shrapnel and shells and decomposing, 
with the hideous smell assailing the coun- 
try for a miie around. 

The soldicrs in the advanced trenches 
were kept supplied with cigars to fight the 
nausea to which they are exposed. Waves 
of sickening stenches drifted back to 
where we stood, more than a mile away. 
It was terrible. 

For a long time we watched, with fas- 
cinated cyes, the tragic conflict that filled 
the horizon with bursting shells and 
clouds of dirt and ashes. Huge black 
clouds of smoke, smal] white clouds of 
smoke, great uplifts of debris marked the 
vicinity of the mil! at Cerny. 

Off in the trenches to the left we saw 
Germans moving about. Their position 
was not at the momert being shelied. 

Other men were carrying something 
across a field behind the trench. It looked 
like a body.

Then we saw, far to the left of the miil, 
a huge clovd of black smoke which 
marked the explosion of a heavy French 
shell. Instantly all of the figures along 
the German trenches in that position dis- 
app<ared as though by magic. Not a 
human being could be seen. The trenches 
lay as if deserted, but we knew that great 


numbers of soldiers were crouching in the |- 


honeyceombs of pits, reasonably safe from 
shrapnel, and hoping that a heavier shell 
might not drop among them and: tear 
the trenches open.

Suddenly, beyond the German trenches, 
there blossomed a round, white ball of 
smoke, quickly followed by another, and 
still another, ang still others, until each 
shot had been accounted for. 


The signal was then given fore “ salve,” 
or volley. In the American service it is 
called a “sglyo.”. After e few seconds 
of waiting there was a thunderous chorus 
of big guns behind us and the sound of the 
screaming shells passing us, and then we 
watched for the puffs of smoke that 
marked where they were to explode. Four 
white balls suddenly blossomed above 
the enemy's position and a terrific up- 
heaval of red earth marked where the fifth 
had exploded on the ground. 

It was expected that the action of the 
German battery would draw the fire of 
some of the opposing batteries, and we 
waited expectantly for the shells of the 
allies to. begin dropping or exploding 
about us. But none did. A number of 
ahells struck about 500 yards ahead of 
where we stood, but evidently the German 
battery was 90 well screened from the en- 
emy that its location had not been accu- 
rately determined. 

The allies had no balloons from which 
to observe and direct their artillery fire, 


or to locate the German batteries, and go. 


were obliged to fee] around for them. A 
couple of days before two German offi- 
cers on duty in advance of this battery 
had been killed by a shell that found 
them. | 

For a half hour or more we watched the 
tremendous artillery duel. There was 
very little infantry firing. Sharp pops 
reached our ears from time to time, little 
commas among the great exclamation 
points. 

From this advanced position on the tree 
screened brink of the hill we were led 
back under cover of the low treesto an 
open field, where, by following a telephone 
wire on the ground, we presently reached 
the battery of ten centimeter guns. They 
were about a quarter or half mile behind, 
and were planted behind straw covered 
earthworks. 

The rising slope of a hill obscured the 
position of the allies, and all the firing 
was indirect. A telephone station was 
down in a straw thatched hole, which 
looked quite comfortable and cozy, and an 
operator was receiving reports after each 
*‘ salve’ from the balloon observer and 
the observing atation ahead. Iftheshells 
fell short or went wiid the telephone cor- 
rected the range, and the next shells 
would strike nearer their target. 

Just now the battery was shelling one of 
the allies’ batteries behind the allies’ 
line of trenches. 

“ Fiinf tausend vier hundert meters! ” 
gang out a voice from the hole in the 
ground, and the range was at once passed 
on to the man in command of the battery. 

Three miles to the allies’ artillery! 

The distance to this battery, doubtless 
at least a mile behind the French 
trenches, was only 5,400 meters even when 
the German battery was firing at a posi- 
tion. far down the line to the left. Ina 
straight Hne to the enemy's trenches it 
could not have been more than two miles, 
or little more than a mile anda half from 
the observation point on the ‘hill where 
we had stood a short time before. From 
the latter point to the German trenches 
was less than a mile. 

Salvo after salvo was fired, with inter- 
missions only long enough to correct 
ranges and reload the guns. At each dis- 
charge the barrels of the great rifles re- 
coiled sharply and then easily slipped 
back to normal,

Suddenly an abrupt order was given to 
cease firing. There were a few hurried 
words from the telephone man and then 
the eyes of the officers began to scan thie 
skies. A hostile fiyer had been sighted.

and altitude. Closer and closer the white 
balls drew toward the gray plane sailing 
across the blue, very small and appalling- 


ly high. 


We saw the flyer suddenly shift his fe 


course. Now he was headed directly to- 
ward the battery, wnich he may have 
seen and which he now might be prepar- 
ing to attack. One at least of those gath- 
ered about the battery observed his 
course with deep concern. I wondered if 
a dropping bomb could be seen in time to 
enable one to beat a masterly retreat from 
the spot where it would light. 


‘There was no alarm manifest in the | 


faces of the German officers and no move- 
ment tndicative of impending flight. So 
I stood my ground as each minute brought 
the flyer nearer to a position directly 
above us. 

In the meantime; the exploding shells 
were bursting nearer to the flyer. One or 
two suddenly blossomed immediately 
ahead of him and he began to zigzag. He 
no longer flew straight and purposeful. 
If he had been bent upon attacking the 
battery, that object had been abandoned 
and his one purpose now was to escape 
the shelis from the balloongun. His own 
safety was now the paramount considera- 
tion.

I was relieved to see that the fiyer's 
course no longer led him toward the bat- 
tery. And I tried to imagine what must 
be the sensations which that flyer was 
undergoing. Upon all sides hung the 


floating balls of smoke and in the middle 
of them he steered his machine ina zig- | 


zagging course which made it difficult to 
hit him, 

A great cloud lay dead ahead of him 
and if he could reach that safely he would 
be secure from the exploding shelis. Tha 
balloon gunners knew it, too. and their 
firing became faster and truer. At one 


time there were at least eight floating | 
clouds of smoke near the aviator anc } 


some seemed so close that we could not 
believe he would escape. 

But he did. We saw the aeroplane fade 
Into the edge of a great cloud and In an- 
other instant he was lost td sight. A lt. 
tle later he again appeared, flying rap- 
idly for his own lines, and then once mor¢ 
faded from view behind another cloud. 
That was the last we saw of him. 

After a time the battery resumed its 
firing and before we left I noticed that the 
military balloon, which had been hastily 
hauled down, was once more rising into 
the sky. 

If any. man wants to feel the ultimate 
in human thrills, let him join the aviation 
corps during war times. Death is reach- 
ing for him every moment, and yet, in-

In “ The Battle Cry,” which ig the newest of 
melodramas, being an adaptation from Charles 
Neville Buck’s recent novel of that title cred- 
ited to though unacknowledged by Augustus 
Thomas, the moving picture is a very impor- 
tant feature of the production. 

By its use In the third act the heroina is per- 
mited to kill four fighting feudists before the 
eyes and ears of the audience without shock to 
the most sensitive tympani in the house.

She plans to open 
a school and by educating the children grad- 
ually bring about the regeneration of the en- 
tire community. 

In the way of her success stands “ Bad Anse” 
Havey, leader of the fighting Haveys. “Bad 
Anse” is perfectly willing that she should pro- 
ceed as impulse and conscience dictate, but he 
warns her that before she conquers the spirit 
of the mountain she herself will be conquered. 
Being a handsome and rugged specimen of 
Kentucky caveman and awfully strong, the 
school teacher is considerably impressed. So 
much so that by the time the third act has 
been reached she admits that sne ig quite help- 
less to resist the love he offers her,-and sinks 
cheerfully into his encircling arma,

THE TRIBUNE here presents the opinions 
of women thoroughly conversant with 
the suffrage movement in Europe and 
also in America: 

Mrs. Pethick Lawrence, the leader of 
the Woman's Political union in England, 
an oragnization’ numbering many thou- 
gands of conservative militants, has ar- 
rived in New York to aid in giving the 1915 
teferendum campaign in that state a 
brilliant inauguration. Mrs. Lawrence 
Says: 

“Feminism in England or elsewhere 
Will not receive a setback through this 
war. I think that German supremacy 
would not mean a setback to feminism, 
because, for one thing, feminism is an 
undamable flood. Secondly, Germany, 
contrary to the conception of many, has 
a very wide and extraordinarily efficient 
feminism of its own, which perhaps differs 
from English manifestations of modern- 
ity, but is not less strong or less admirable 
on that account. 

“ Germany, since the advent of the war, 
has naturally been accused by England 
of being a menace to the advance of femi- 
nism, but the pgoblem of the German 
women is very different from that facing 
the English women. The women of each 
are traveling toward the same goal, but by 
opposite routes.

If you prefer to be colloquial, call it “ hunch” ; but the most auto- 
cratic of beings isn’t entirely automatic. 

There’s an unseen power that makes the wheels of thought turn 
to originality. There's a silent, invisible presence assisting all ad- 
vancement. 

Names are just make-shift tags to identify facts, emotions, and 
happenings.

OTHING Its more exasperating than 

a hard etarting motor at any time, 

and on a cold day, when it ts dou- 

. bly stubborn, a motorist’s patience 

is soon exhausted. Nor will a motor re- 

spond at all times even when a car is 

equipped with some sort of cranker, due 

entirely to the low grade of gasoline ob- 

tainable, which will not turn into gas as 
readily as it will when warm. 

Ether is supposed to be a sure remedy 
when priming the cylinders with gasoline 
fails, but even this will not always do the 
work, as a Chicago motorist found dur- 
ing the first cold snap a short time ago. 
The motor would respond to the extent of 
one feeble impulse and then quit because 
the life of ether in this duty is extremely 
ghort. Had a priming can filied with part 
ether and part gasoline been at hand the 
resulta would have been almost certain. 
the ether being responsible for the first

fash and the gasoline continuing the 
work until the vapor from the carbureter 
could be drawn into the cylinder. 

Still better, according to one authority, 
is alcohol for starting a motor when It Is 
cold. Anengineer who made experiments 
in the matter of starting motors on cold 
days, says: “I find that denatured alco- 
hol is preferable to gasoline for priming 
purposes, because a few drops of the for- 
mer injected through the priming cocks 
will assure a quicker start. I also find 
that the engine will run longer on the 
alcohol and give the carbureter more time 
t begin its work. I have tried ether for 
this purpose because it evaporates quick- 
ly, but while it causes a few sharp explo- 
sions it is usually necessary to give the 
engine a second priming.” 

The matter of priming ts quite as im- 
portant in connection with a self-starter 
as without, because without priming the 
etarter is forced to rotate the motor shaft 
for such a long period as to appreciably 
run down the battery, when the s.arting 
crank may have to be used. Theuseofa 
primer of some sort will save the starting 
battery and will permit the totor to he 
started much sooner than If priming is not 
resorted to. 

To further aid in starting In cold weath- 
er a device has been brought out for 
warming even the priming gasoline. An 
electric heater is attached to the intake 
manifold, the current from the lighting 
battery being used to supply the heat. 
‘The gasoline is run into a priming cup 
located conveniently on the dash, and 
when the gasoline is poured into this it is 
heated before it enters the tniake pipe, 
being then in a state whereby it will 
readily turn-into vapor.

Another cold weather comfort for mo- 
torists is an electric apparatus for warm- 


ing the steering wheel, or rather for 
Keeping it warm. ‘This consists of a small 
leather boot, which is attached to the rim 
of the wheel by means of lacing and which 
eentains a smell resistance coil. A switch 
wiich may be located at any convenient

spot for the driver is closed, and the cur- 
rent from the storage battery is sem to 
the resistance coll, thus setting up a heat 
and keeping the small leather boots—one 
on elther side of the wheel, where the mo- 
torist’s hands are apt to find a position. 
If the weather is warm and no heat is 
needed the current is not turnd on, and 
consequently no heat is generated. In 
the summer the boots may be removed 
merely by unlacing. 
—~e- 

The little boots referred to are opera- 
tive. on the same principle as an electric 
heater of any sort, electric curling Iron, 
electric flatiron, or other electric device 
producing heat. Such devices and others 
that may be found for use on a car natur- 
ally are designed for use with the small 
batteries, such as six volt capacity. and 
they are made (to draw as little current 
as possible considering the work they are 
called upon to perform. Unless a car is 
fitted with a generator to supply battery 
current, such apparatus will hardly be 
successful, for naturally considerable 
current will be used. and unlese there is 
a constant supply the battery will soor 
be run down and will require charging so 
frequently as to disgust tiie owner. 

~~ 

Cars which have floor boards covered 
with linoleum may be made a little more 
comfortable if rubber matting ora heavy 
rug of some sort is placed on the floor to 
aid in keeping out the cold. Much, of 
course, depends on the style of the car. 
One that is inclosed and which has a large 
pan extending from the front to past the 
gear set, and through which the hot air 
from the motor must pass, should not be 
80 arranged that the heat will be exclud- 
ed, for the floor boards will become warm 
and the heat will be transmitied to the 
feet. But where cold air is permitted to 
sweep under the floor and to cause the 
boards to become cold, the rubber mat- 
ting will act as a nonconductor of cold; 
on the other hand. {t must be remembered 
that rubber Is a nonconductor of heat 
and that this materia) will keep out heat 
as well,

THE TRIBUNE Is asked if it is pors'ble to 
fit a motor of the T head type with double 
plugs so as to permit a spark at the same 
time at each plug and the source of cur- 
rent from the same magneto. It Is pos- 
sible, and plugs for the purpose are on the 
market, but if the magneto already on the 
car was fitted to supply the current for 
one set of plugs, do not attempt to make 
it do double duty, for it will be broken 
down and at a critical moment will fall 
entirely. There are double ignition masg- 
netos, but the ordinary kind will not stand 
such a severe strain as will be put on it 
by giving it double work in the form of 
supplying current to a double set of plugs.

By Reed L. Parker. | 
spondence.}—-The Ford company 
has solé slightly fewer than three 
times as many cars since the war 

began in Burope, that is, since Aug. 1, 

than it disposed of during the correspond- 

ing months of last year. Exactly 64,448 

care were made and sold by the factory 

here between Aug. 1 and Oct. 81. In 1913, 


25,752 cars were shipped during the same 
months. The increase was 38,736 cars. 


| The sales were divided as follows: In 


August, 21,507 cars were. solid; in Sep- 
tember, 22,158; in October, 20,228 In 
August of last year 8,322 cara were deliv- 
ered; in September, 9,981; In October, T,- 
449, Orders for @ great majority of these 
care were received after the war began. 
There has been no attempt made to force 
sales. 

From day to day during August and 
September there was a steady increase in 
the number of cars shipped. There was 
a comparatively slight falling off—a mat- 
ter of 2,525 cars to be exact-—in the month 
of October. Compared with last year the 
pencentage of decrease wae much leas, 
however, the sales in October of 1013 
being 2.532 care leas than in September 


jof that year. 


I have the word of the company that the 


Cctober slump can be traced to no other 


source than the natura! letup of business 
which always occurs at that time of the 
year. Thus far in November the sales 
have continued to increase and there 
seems every reason to belleve the un- 
precedented health of the Ford trade 
will continue into 1915—war or no war.

It should be understood that all cars 
sold out of the factory here go to the 
domestic market The Ford factory at 
Walkerville, Canada. and at Manchester, 
England, supply the foreign trade. Of 
the condition of their business more will 
be said later.

_ Roughly speaking they mean that 4,448 
buyers of this country have given one

Under 
ordinary conditions thie would be re 
markable—under the present circum- 
stances, with a war of record breaking 
magnitude going on tn Burope, with do 
mestic business conditions unsettied, to 
put it midly and with a policy of re 
trenchment everywhere, the vogue among 
our people is aimost unbelievable.

I sought the reason for what might be 
called a business paradox from James 
Couzens of the Ford Motor company, 
right hand of Henry Ford, the founder 
and president. 

“ Wheat do you think is the cause?” he 
was asked. 

“ We have a unique eituation to aid us 
here,” he said. “Ours is a low priced 
car. We call it the universal car and 
universal it is. Under ord.nary business 
conditions we sell to all classes of men. 
We gel] to men from a $500 bank account. 
We sell to men with a $1,000 account, with 
a $1,500 account, and so on. I imagine 
our average customer hase about §2,500. 
I have no figures to prove this statement, 
but that ia my guess. 

"We are placed like severa) other low 
and medium priced car builders with re- 
gard to the situation In time of prosper- 
ity. We sell more than a few cars to 
persons of wealth and any number of 
them to persons of better then fair means.

“ You will find that persons of wealth 
and of better than average means are 
the first to retrench in times of panic or 
when business is supposed to be bad. 
Mind you I said supposed to be bad. Those 
persone have been buying higher priced 
cars than we sell in times of proeperity. 
As soon as a squall comes they, having 
learned that speed is worth money, and 
that they are dependent on the automo- 
bile to a great extent for speed do not 


@ sort of business su:cide, an admission 
of the fact they failed to recognize the 
value of time - They rid themmsecives of 
their high priced cars and secure another 
perhaps just ae efficient as the costly 
mutor but less pretentious in other 
wor 4s, they give up luxury fee efficiency. 
Theat is where we and others of the low 
priced builders come in, 

“We sell to the retrenchera. What 
business we have lost among our cus 
tomers with little means we replace 
among the ranks of those who have fuund 
it wise to retrench. Thet ts why we sel- 
dom feel the disagreeable results of a 
panic or the policy of retrenchment 
brought about by such international ca- 
tastrophes as now exists ib Europe. 

“Of course it would be foolish to say 
the war has not affected business general- 
ly. You know and | know that it Las, but 
the general condition of affairs is not 
bad nor will it be bad. The automobile 
is a staple product It has become & 
necessity. Motor care are just as neces 
sary to the conduct of business as the 
railroads. They will continue to be sold 
because they are an asset so long as the 
original investment ta not too great and 
so long as the cost of maintenance does 
not exceed to the smal!) proportion of the 
owner's income I believe the automobile 
industry generally wilh be little affected 
by the war.

HE attention of the automobile ed- 
itor of TH® TRIBUNE often has been 
directed to the weird methods of 
giving signals by the traffic squad. 
Here is the most recent complaint. We 
trust the complainant’s letter will be read 
by the chief of the traffic division and al) 
the menunderhim. The letter follows: 


Ae em owner ef an automodile I appreciate 
every effort made te safeguard pedestrians in 
crossing streets, as well as to eafeguard auto- 
mobilists from each other and street cars. not 
only while croasing streets MA upoe thorough- 
fares generality. What gets my goat is the fact 
tha: hardly twe officers have the same signal. 
If a eystem of this kind la to be perfect, then 
it must be so disciplined thai every officer gives 
the same signals and ia the same way. 

Take the whistle signal, for instance. They 
ere all about the same when they biow the 
one toot, bul when they come to the crosswise 


jaignel of two blaste on the whistie there is as 


much variety to it ag there ls to the different 
gutter bands. In half the oases you don’t 
know whether the first biast te a single biest 
or whether it is to be followed by another. 
Gome officers give a shrill bleat first and then 
follow this up with a plamissimo tone which 
perhaps may end in @ full round biast, er a 
tremolo staccato. 

The other day while crossing State street I 
heard two whisties and started to go across, 
whereupon an officer stepped in front of me 
and motioned to me to stop. I told him] heard 
twe whisties, but he said I did not. He then 
said, “ Pay no attention to whistles; you 
watch me.”’ 

The matter of turning from «a cross town 
gtreet into a north and south Street is not fol- 
lowed alike by the traffic officers. For tnstance, 
take the intersection of Madison and State 
streets. If driving west in Madison and you 
want to turn north in Wabaeh. one officer made 
me hold up until be gave the up and down 
eignal before he would permit me to turns 
north in Wabesh. I took exception to his 
signal and he came over and aaid I had no right 
to move north undil I got the one whistle. He 
did not coneider that I was ho.ding up a lot 
of men back of me who wanted to cross, but 
who, on account of my stopping, had to wait 
over one more ng period. 

Atout helf an hour iater I drove east in 
Madison street, intending te turn south in Wa- 
bash, but I got called down by the officer then 
on the beat for not turning south at once, with- 
out weiting for the signal, as by my stopping I 
had held everybody up back of me and caused 
a congestion. Here was just the opposite in- 
struction. 

Some officers will allow you to turn te the 
right without waiting for any signal at all, 
while other officers insist that you must stop 
et the crossing and sot make the turn unti!
